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Report of the 1950 Annual Town Meeting 
and Election 


Annual Meeting Held February 14th, 15th & 16th 
Election Held February 21st. 


In accordance with the Warrant for the Annual Town Meeting and 
Election duly published and posted as directed, the voters met at the 
Elizabeth Theatre Tuesday, February 14th at 7:30 o’clock P. M. to act 
upon the articles contained therein:— 


The tellers appointed and sworn to office were:—

William B. Hastings was sworn as stenographer for the duration of 
the meeting. 


At 7:36 o’clock the meeting was called to order by the Moderator, 
Milford R. Lawrence. The town meeting members were counted and 138 
declared present, number necessary to constitute a quorum for this meet- 
ing was 114. 


The invocation was given by the Reverend Joseph L. Powers of St. 
Patrick’s Church, Falmouth. 


The hours of the meeting were left subject to the will of the House. 


Article 1. (Re: Election of town officers by ballot—see subsequent 
report of Election—Feb. 21st.) 


Article 2. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the standing votes 
of the Town of Falmouth as printed in the Town Report of 1949 for the 
year 1950. 

Voted, to adopt the standing votes as printed in the Town Report of 
1949 for the year 1950. Attention was brought to the Planning Board By- 
Laws and regulations printed in the 1949 Report which are no longer ef- 
fective as the Town has accepted Sec. 81F to 81J, Chap. 41 Gen. Laws as 
amended by Chap. 211, Acts of 1936 and also Sec. 81A, Chap. 41 Gen. Laws 
as amended by Chap. 211, Acts of 1936. 


Article 3. To choose all other necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing, including the election of the Recreation Commission. 
We recommend,

Recreation Commission was discontinued at the Annual Town Meet- 
ing of 1948 and therefore no action taken on this particular part of article. 
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Article 4. To see if the Town will vote to elect a Town Director for 
the Cape Cod Extension Service as provided in Chapter 128, Sections 40 
and 41 of the General Laws. 


Voted, Maurice R. Jones be so elected. 


Article 5. To hear the Reports of Committees and Town Officers 
and act thereon, and make any necessary appropriations. 


Voted, to accept the reports of Committees and Town Officers as 
printed in the Town Report for 1949. 


Committees on the Veterans Honor Roll and Construction of a Dock 
at Town Landing, Great Harbor, Woods Hole being no longer necessary 
were discharged with thanks for all their work. 


Report of Committee to Study a Suitable Memorial to All War Dead 
was read by Delmar R. Jenkins, Chairman. This was accepted with the 
understanding that the Town will not be required to carry out all the 
provisions as recommended by the Committee. 


Report of Committee on Street Names was read by Mrs. Ermine W. 
Lovell, Chairman. This was accepted and thanks extended to the Com- 
mittee, now dissolved, for serving in this capacity. It was voted that the 
Planning Board be instructed to give consideration to the duplication of 
street names and try and straighten out this difficulty. 


A report of the spraying done in Falmouth in connection with the 
Cape spraying program was read by Antone B. Couto, Jr., Moth Supt. as 
well as a report given by William G. MacDougall regarding the Study 
of Falmouth Heights Corner Traffic.

In accordance with the Warrant for the Special Town Meeting duly 
published and posted as directed, the voters met at the Henry W. Hall 
School Auditorium on Tuesday, December 5th at 7:30 o’clock P. M, to 
act upon the articles contained therein:—

8. For each and every violation of the foregoing By-Laws, there is 
hereby imposed a penalty of not less than $10.00 nor more than 
$20.00.

6. Leaving litter, trash, rubbish or discarded lunch containers or 
similar articles upon the restricted beaches is strictly prohibited. 


7. Parking without a permit issued by the Falmouth Beach Com- 
mittee on any of the restricted beach areas or the parking areas 
used in connection with said restricted beaches is strictly pro- 
hibited and parking on those areas shall be in conformity with the 
directions of the Town of Falmouth Beach Committee, or its au- 
thorized representatives. 


8. For each and every violation of the foregoing By-Laws, there is 
hereby imposed a penalty of not more than $20.00. A hand vote 
was taken and the count was 88 affirmative, 14 negative and the 
motion prevailed. 


For adoption of these By-Laws 92 voted affirmative, 10 against and 
the motion prevailed, a quorum being present. 


Article 36. To see if the town will vote to take proper action to pro- 
hibit the discharge of firearms and trapping mammals on the shores and 
waters of Weeks, Shivericks, Siders, Salt and Oyster Ponds by a vote, by- 
law or petition to the General Court for Legislation, or act or do any- 
thing else to affect the above purposes.

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Report of State Audit 


To the Board of Selectmen

I submit herewith my report of an audit of the books 
and accounts of the town of Falmouth for the period from 
July 1, 1949 to July 8, 1950, made in accordance with the 
provisions of Chapter 44, General Laws. This is in the form 
of a report made to me by Mr. Herman B. Dine, Assistant 
Director of Accounts.

Sir: 


As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books 
and accounts of the town of Falmouth for the period from 
Juy 1, 1949, the date of the previous audit, to July 8, 1950, 
and report thereon as follows: 


The financial transactions as recorded on the books of 
the several departments receiving or disbursing money for 
the town or committing bills for collection were examined 
and verified by comparison with the reports and the records 
of the treasurer and the town accountant. 


The accountant’s ledger accounts were analyzed for the 
period covered by the audit, the receipts being checked with 
the treasurer’s books and the payments being compared with 
the warrants authorizing them and with the treasurer’s rec- 
ords of payments. The appropriation accounts and loan au- 
thorizations were checked with the town clerk’s records of 
town meeting proceedings and the recorded transfers from 
the reserve fund were verified by comparison with the au- 
thorizations of the finance committee. 


The necessary adjusting entries resulting from the audit 
were made, and a balance sheet, which is appended to this 
report, was prepared showing the financial condition of the 
town on July 8, 1950. 


The:books and accounts of the town treasurer were ex- 
amined and checked. The receipts, as recorded, were an- 
alyzed and checked with the records of the several depart- 
ments collecting money for the town and with other sources 
from which money was paid into the treasury, while the 
payments were compared with the selectmen’s warrants 
authorizing the treasurer to disburse town funds. The cash 
book additions were verified, and the cash balance on July 
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8, 1950 was proved by actual count of cash in the office and 
by reconciliation of the bank balances with statements fur- 
nished by the bank in which town funds are deposited. 


The payments made on account of maturing debt and 
interest were compared with the amounts falling due and 
with the canceled securities on file. 


The savings bank books and securities representing the 
investments of the trust, investment, and retirement funds 
in custody of the town treasurer and the trustees were ex- 
amined and listed. The income was proved, the transfers 
to the town were verified, and the expenditures from the 
library funds were checked with vouchers on file with the 
trustees. 


The records of tax titles held by the town were examined 
and listed. The transfers to the tax title account were com- 
pared with the tax books and the reported redemptions were 
checked with the recorded receipts. The tax title trans- 
actions were further verified by comparison with the rec- 
ords in the Registry of Deeds. 


The deductions from employee’s salaries and wages on 
account of federal taxes were listed and checked with re- 
turns made to the Collector of Internal Revenue. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were ex- 
amined and checked. The taxes and motor vehicle and 
trailer excise outstanding at the time of the previous ex- 
amination and all subsequent commitments were audited 
and compared with the assessors’ warrants issued for their 
collection. The payments to the treasurer were verified, the 
abatements were compared with the assessors’ records of 
abatements granted, the transfers to the tax title account 
were proved, and the outstanding accounts were listed and 
reconciled with the controlling accounts in the general 
ledger. 


The records of departmental and water accounts receiv- 
able were examined and checked. The charges were proved, 
the payments to the treasurer were verified, the abatements 
were checked with the records in the departments author- 
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ized to grant them, and the outstanding accounts were listed 
and reconciled with the respective controlling accounts in 
the general ledger. 


The outstanding tax, excise, departmental, and water 
accounts were verified by mailing notices to a number of 
persons whose names appeared on the books as owing money 
to the town, and from the replies received it appears that 
the accounts, as listed, are correct. 


The records of receipts from licenses issued by the se- 
lectmen, the town clerk, the police and fire departments, and 
the board of health were examined and checked in detail 
and the payments to the State and to the town treasurer 
were verified. 


The surety bonds of the various town officials required 
to file them for the faithful performance of their duties 
were examined and found to be in proper form. 


The records of receipts of the sealer of weights and 
measures and of the school, library, park and recreation de- 
partments, as well as of all other departments collecting 
money for the town or committing bills for collection, were 
examined and checked in detail, the payments to the trea- 
surer being checked with the treasurer’s cash book. 


In addition to the balance sheet, there are appended to 
this report tables showing a reconciliation of the treasurer’s 
and collector’s cash, summaries of the tax, motor vehicle 
and trailer excise, tax title, departmental and water ac- 
counts, as well as tables showing the condition and trans- 
actions of the trust, investment and retirement funds. 


During the progress of the audit cooperation was ex- 
tended by the various town officials, for which, on behalf of 
my assistants and for myself, I wish to express appreciation.

The usual state audit was held in July and the books of 
the Town have been found to be in their usual good condition. 


The Selectmen have laid out and the town has accepted 
the following roads:—Spring Bar Road; Bay View Ave.; Sum- 
ner Street; Hilton Ave.; Bay Street; Curtis Street, Falmouth; 
F. R. Lillie Road; Morgan Road; J. Jacques Loeb Road; Harbor 
Hill Road; Johnson Road and Holland Street. 


There were no land damages on these roads with the ex- 
ception of Harbor Hill Road, on which a damage of $300.00 
was paid to Charles E. L. Gifford. 


All street lights voted by the town have been installed. 
The Selectmen have installed many road bounds and recom- 
mend the office of a Town Engineer as a full time position. 


The suit of James Connolly against the town is still pend- 
ing. We also have a suit by William J. McCann for beach 
taking. Other suits or claims against the town will be shown 
in the Town Counsel’s report. 


We have partially settled the beach taking of Peters and 
Morrison by taking the beach alone for $8,000.00. We recom- 
mend further action by articles in the town meeting. 
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The Highway Surveyor has presented plans for a rotary 
at Falmouth Heights corner, that have the approval of the 
Board of Selectmen. We expect he will start work at the first 
opportunity. The Board of Selectmen also approve an article 
to be inserted at the town meeting recommending an exit 
road to Hamlin Ave. to relieve the summer conjestion on Main 
Street.

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Report of the Tree Warden 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The Tent Caterpillar webs and Fall Web worms were not 
cut this year but were sprayed. The Elm trees were sprayed 
six times with DDT concentration for the prevention of the 
Dutch Elm Disease. About 875 trees of the town have been 
trimmed for the prevention of the Dutch Elm Disease. Over 
100 new trees have been planted and fertilized. The usual 
tree trimming has been carried on as well as possible. Home 
Owners are again urged more than ever to plant trees on 
their property, not only for shade and beauty but for property 
value. 


In 1950 twenty-three brown tail nests were collected dur- 
ing the winter months. They were cut and burned. 

The State Department of Conservation urges us more 
than ever not to pile the elm wood in the open unless it has 
been peeled. Spray all elms to control leaf eating insects, 
such as browntail moth, gypsy moth, hag moth, tent cater- 
pillar, fall web and elm leaf beetle, to keep elms, in healthy 
growing condition. 


Please notify your Tree Warden immediately when you 
notice any of the symptoms. Beware of irresponsible men 
calling themselves “experts” who condemn your trees. Re- 
member only a laboratory test can determine whether your 
elms are diseased.

Gentlemen: 


Spraying for the elm leaf beetle was taken care of as 
much as possible. One sprayer is in good condition but the 
other has been condemned for use. Therefore, I am asking 
$2400. to purchase a new 400 gallon tank sprayer in an article 
at the annual town meeting. 


I am asking for $2000. to prevent Dutch Elm Disease from 
getting a foothold here in this town by pruning out the dead 
wood from the elms. I am also asking for-$2500. for spray- 
ing elms with DDT for the prevention of Dutch Elm Disease, 
also $1250. for woodtick control. Some experimenting was 
done for woodtick control in 1950 with very good success. 


The entire town has been sprayed by hydraulic sprayers. 
By spraying before the foliage appears, young caterpillars are 
killed by coming in contact with DDT residue on branches 
and twigs. 


With Dutch Elm Disease at our back door, as close as 
Bridgewater, owners of elms should contact the Moth Super- 
intendent or some responsible person to have their elms trim- 
med and sprayed with DDT concentration to help control the 
elm bark beetle carrier which spreads this awful disease.

Gentlemen: 


Following is the report of the Planning Board for the 
year 1950: 


Committee Meetings: 


Regular meetings of the Planning Board were held the 
first Tuesday of each month together with such special meet- 
ings as were necessary to accomplish the business that came 
before the Board. 


Activities: 


Hearings were held for subdivision permits as well as 
numerous consultations with Mr. Sidney N. Shurcliff in con- 
nection with the preparation of his survey and report for 
the development of Falmouth. Two open meetings were held 
for the purpose of acquainting the townspeople with the pro- 
gress of the Survey Report, one of which was called during 
the summer months so that the summer residents would have 
an opportunity to express their opinions regarding Mr. Shur- 
cliff’s proposals. 


The Board had hoped to present the completed Survey 
Report being prepared by Mr. Shurcliff before the Annual 
Town Meeting but because of its wide scope and the numer- 
ous additional items that the Board wished Mr. Shurcliff to 
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consider it was impossible to complete the report in sufficient 
time to have it published before Town Meeting. Barring un- 
foreseen delays the Board expects to have the report pub- 
lished soon after Town Meeting. Numerous articles which 
supplement the Report have been printed in the Falmouth 
Enterprise each week to acquaint the Townspeople with its 
scope. 


Regulations for the control of subdivision were approved 
by the board and were printed in book form so as to be avail- 
able to anyone wishing a copy. 


Members of the Board attended a joint meeting of the 
Planning Boards of the Cape at which meeting valuable in- 
formation in the interpretation of the law for subdivision 
control was acquired from Mr. Philip G. Nichols, noted State 
Planner. Members of the Board also attended a meeting of 
the Chamber of Commerce at which time the advisability and 
limitations of Building Codes was thoroughly discussed by 
John Murphy, member of the Bureau of Standards and lead- 
ing authority on Building Codes. 


Expenditures during the year were divided into two 
groups: those pertaining to the Survey Report for which the 
Town authorized an expenditure of $15,000. and those ex- 


penses normally incurred by the Board. Following is an item- 
jzed account of all expenditures:

Recommendations: 


It is recommended that with the completion of the Sur- 
vey Report the Town adopt at least one major project each 
year for the improvement of Falmouth. With such a pro- 
gram the Board believes that muzh can be accomplished 
without burdening the Townspeople with excess taxes. It is 
further recommended that a fund of $3,000. be set up for 
the development of such plans as are necessary to execute 
these improvements and other minor projects that the Board 
may deem advisable. These funds if not used would natural- 
ly revert to the Town Treasury at the end of the year. 


Conclusion: 


The Board appreciates the cooperation it has received 
from the people of the Town and from other Town officials 
during the year. The members of the Board welcome sug- 
gestions at any time from the Townspeople and urge them to 
take an active interest in the improvement of the Town.

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Report of the Highway Surveyor 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


I hereby submit my report of work done on highways 
for the year 1950. 


The usual amount of patching and maintenance work 
has been completed to keep the roads in good condition. This 
work is necessary every year. The gravel roads have been 
scraped and graded several times during the year and are 
now in good condition. 


Brush has been cut and mowed in different sections of 
the town during the spring and fall. 


The Chapter 90 New Construction program of 1950 has 
been completed on Mill Road, Hatchville, with the construc- 
tion of 14,800 feet of road under the supervision of the High- 
way Surveyor. This work was done with town labor and 
equipment. Mill Road was a gravel road before work was 
started; now it is an asphalt road that will withstand more 
wear. Previously, money had been spent on it every year 
for repairs, but in its present condition, it will prove to be a 
great saving to the town. The money for this work was ap- 
propriated by the state, town and county. One-half by the 
state, one-fourth by the town, and one-fourth by the county. 


The Chapter 90 Maintenance program for 1950 has also 
been completed. In 1943 the Federal Government built the 
road below North Falmouth, running east to the Mashpee 
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line (now called Route 151). After the penetration was done, 
small pockets (holes) developed in the road, causing water 
and frost to get in between the stone and the road bed. One 
of the chief features of a good road is to have an impervious 
seal against the weather to prevent water from seeping into 
the road and causing damage. 


Over a period of the past few years, a method of sealing 
against the weather has been provided. This method is called 
“armor-coating’”’ and is done by applying a coating of heavy 
asphalt to the surface of the road and then rolling fine stone, 
embedding it into the road with a 10-ton roller. The asphalt 
provides a seal against the weather, and the stone provides 
protection against the wear of traffic. 


In 1950, on Route 151, 25,762 feet of road was completed 
in this manner. 


The reason for using trap rock is that this is the only 
stone which will support the roller without crushing the 
stone. If an inferior stone is used and crushes under pressure 
of the roller, the purpose of the method is defeated, because 
pulverized stone does not provide an adequate surface for the 
road. 


This work on Route 151 was done with town labor and 
equipment, under the supervision of the Highway Surveyor. 
The state appropriated one-third of the cost of the work, the 
town one-third and the county one-third of the cost. 


The following roads have been widened, hardened and 
straightened by the department in 1950:

Street signs have been erected in various sections of the 
town and others have been painted and re-lettered. This 
work is continued every year. 


Traffic signs have been erected wherever specified by the 
Selectmen and the Chief of Police, the work being done by 
the Highway Department. 


Wooden and cement guard post railings in various sec- 
tions of the town have been painted and repaired and are in 
good condition. New railings have also been constructed 
wherever necessary. 
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The following bridges have been painted: 

Eel Pond Bridge, Woods Hole 

Chappaquoit Island Bridge, West Falmouth 
Old Silver Beach Bridge, North Falmouth 
Bridge (overhead) Route 151, North Falmouth 
Great Pond Bridge, Maravista

Meadow Neck Bridge, Waquoit 


I consider this work absolutely necessary and should be 
done every two years. If this is done, our repair costs will 
be less because we will be preventing the salt from penetrat- 
ing into the steel of the bridges and causing considerable 
damage. 


A new front loader was purchased by the department, 
and has proved to be a great saving to the town. It was 
used on all New Construction work this year. 


The Repair Shop at the Highway Shed is in excellent 
condition after the work done on it in 1949. We are now able 
to store all of the department’s heavy equipment and to re- 
pair it properly. All equipment is in fair condition. 


In conclusion I would like to express my appreciation to 
the heads of the departments, to the committees I have served 
on, and to my entire personnel for the splendid cooperation 
I have received during the year.

The Committee also considered the care, leasing 
and improving the present Municipal Airport and felt it 
should continue the lease arrangement for the Town with 
Marvin Odom of Falmouth Airport of his Airport facilities at 
Teaticket, Mass., until February 1, 1951, at the same price 
of $75.00 per month. 


The Committee had available funds from the 1950 appro- 
priation to have a roof on one of the Main Street Stores Air 
Marked to identify the town and show the direction from the 
air to the Municipal Airport. The Air Marking cost was to be 
about $200.00. By investigating the Committee found they 
could have this work done by and under the direction of the 
Massachusetts Aeronautics Commission which would relieve 
the town of any Liability as well as save the Town at least 
$200.00. | 
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The Air Marking has been done in a Satisfactory way to 
the State, the Town and Airmen. 


The unexpended balance as of February 1, 1951, will be 
$605.79 after all bills including Liability Insurance bill of 
$74.75 are paid to that date. The Committee is asking for an 
appropriation of $800.00 to pay Airport rent, insurance, roll- 
ing the runway and other expenses for the coming year.

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Report of the Beach Committee

Gentlemen: 


The following is the report of the Beach Committee for 
the year 1950. 


1. Your Beach Committee started operating March Ist 
having no experience in operation of public beaches or re- 
strictions. 


2. Restrictions were set which after a year’s experience 
require no change except for “Rules and Regulations” which 
were requested and approved by the Town at the Special 
Town Meeting held Dec. 5, 1950. 


3. The Bath house has been painted inside and out and 
all equipment repaired and painted. 


4. The beaches were opened June 24 with 10 life- 
guards on duty. The Matron, Mrs. Blossom, at the Bath house 
went on duty July lst. The beaches were well patronized. 
The number of people using same was estimated 228,000. The 
life guards reported 18 rescues which without them would 
have resulted in probable drowning. Many minor cases of 
assistance were rendered. The beaches were closed Labor 
Day night. 
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5. Vandalism, Breakage, Theft etc., amounted to over 
$350.00. This vandalism was beyond the control of the Po- 
lice Dept. and your Beach Committee as it occurs mostly at 
night and at many places. 


6. All equipment has been repaired and painted for 1951 
and stored in the Bath house. 


7. The Committee could not have operated as efficiently 
as it did without the whole hearted cooperation of the Po- 
lice Dept. Chief Baker acceded to our every request. Sgt. 
Mogardo who handled the operations and was most coopera- 
tive and the regular Police Officers as well as the summer po- 
lice who worked without any friction. We thank them all as - 
well as the other Town officals who willingly gave their time 
and assistance to make restriction and operation successful. 


8. We had nearly 100% voluntary cooperation from Fal- 
mouth people for which we are deeply grateful and without 
which the degree of success obtained would have been im- 
possible. We hope 1951 will show a greater success.

This department felt a great loss in the death of Dr. Har- 
old O. Hunt on February 20, 1950. Dr. Hunt had been agent 
of the Board of Health since 1946. In March Dr. Joseph H. 
Denton was appointed to fill the vacancy. 


The fall clinics for immunization against diphtheria, 
whooping cough and tetanus were held on September 27th, 
October 25th, November 22nd and December 20th, under the 
supervision of the Health Department, School Department 
and Falmouth Nursing Association. Eighty-three children 
were immunized. Smaller clinics have been held during the 
year of the Falmouth Nursing Association. The innoculations 
were given by Dr. Joseph H. Denton. 


There have been 242 permits given for the location of 
cesspools. In places where there is no town water, a personal 
inspection is required. 


A complete census of all live stock has been taken and 
barns inspected. 


Licenses for recreational camps and overnight cabins 
have been granted and approved by the State Board of 
Health for sanitation. 


All restaurants and stores have been inspected several 
times during the year and smears taken for bacteriological 
tests from glasses and utensils. Dr. Fred L. Moore, Ernest 
Eldredge and George Crocker of the Barnstable County Health 
Department were appointed special inspectors by the Board 
of Health, to assist in carrying out this part of-the work. 
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Serums, vaccines and culture tubes are available at all 
times for the use of the physicians of the town. 


The sewage system at Woods Hole is now in operation 
and all abutters are urged to connect as soon as possible. With 
this system in operation any disposal of waste of any kind 
into tidal waters is positively prohibited. 


This department wishes to express its appreciation to the 
physicians of Falmouth, Dr. Harold W. Stevens, District Health 
officer for the State Department of Public Health, all County 
officials, Dr. Julius Kelley and his staff at the Barnstable 
County Sanatorium, the School Department, the Falmouth 
Nursing Association and all other agencies that have co- 
operated with us this year, for their assistance and support.

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Report of Public Dumps 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


There were 19,186 loads of all kinds of refuse brought in 
to the Gifford Street dump in 1950, which is an increase of 
3,296 over the previous year. It has been necessary to pro- 
hibit any more stumps or roots being brought in unless cut 
in short lengths, as the dump is filling up and the area will 
not allow it. 


There were six permits issued for the transportation of 
rubbish through the streets of Falmouth, and four garbage 
licenses, beside the Town Contractor’s for the collection of 
rubbish and garbage. 


There has been a serious problem this year caused by 
people dumping along the roadsides. We call attention to a 
new State Law which has been posted in several places. “Any 
person who deposits garbage or rubbish of any kind upon or 
within twenty feet of any public road or street or upon private 
property is liable to a heavy fine and also loss of driving 
license and registration of car.” Serious efforts are being 
made to search out all guilty persons and they will be pro- 
secuted to the full extent of the law when apprehended. 


Roadside dumps have been cleared on Red Brook Road, 
two on the West Falmouth road, south of Old Silver Beach, 
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and the old dump in East Falmouth which has been closed 


for several years, at a cost of $252.75 to the town. We urge 
people to keep our roadsides clean. 


The North Falmouth dump takes care of the rubbish in 
that part of the town. Garbage is prohibited in any dump 
except the Gifford Street dump.

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Herring Rivers 


Herring Rivers must be kept open to allow herring to 
enter the ponds to spawn during the season, in accordance 
with the state requirement. Also they must be kept open to 
allow an outlet to the sea to prevent water from backing up 
into cellars in certain areas. A public notice was advertised 
in February that between March list and June 15th herring 
cannot be taken on Sunday, Tuesday and Thursday of each 
week, in accordance with State Law, General Laws Chapter 
130, Section 96 and 97 and amended by Chapter 598, Section 
1, Acts of 1941. 


It was necessary to have a crane clear the outlets at 
Fresh, Salt, Trunk and Little Pond Rivers on account of the 
southerly storms. Force pumps have also been used to open 
culverts when they became clogged with sand and seaweed. 


In our 1951 budget we are asking for $400.00 to rebuild 
the outlet to Trunk River which has been destroyed by storms.

Fire Station Building Committee

Gentlemen: 


The North Falmouth Fire Station Building Committee, 
appointed at the annual town meeting in February, herewith 
submits its report. 


A meeting was called early in March at which John E. 
Overy was appointed chairman and Roger Noyes secretary. 


A joint conference with the Board of Engineers and Chief 
Wells was held the following week for necessary instructions 
about the lay out of land and building. 


A plot plan was secured from the Town Surveyor, Mr. 
Charles White, showing regularity grade and conture plan 
of road and lot; then an architect Mr. William Hathon was 
chosen, who presented an elevated plan which the entire com- 
mittee with Chief Wells, reviewed very carefully. 


With some alterations, the plan and specifications were 
accepted unanimously, on April 23rd, 1950. 


It was then thrown open for bids. Four contractors re- 
sponded, and the contract for same was let on May 23rd, 1950, 
to a local man, Manuel Medeiros, the lowest bidder. 
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Building is of brick construction, two stories high, storing 
two pieces of modern equipment, adequate facilities for per- 
sonnel, a large recreation room on the 2nd floor, making an 
attractive and necessary addition to our village. 


On January 5th, 1951, it was opened for inspection, viewed 
by many townspeople and officials, and formally turned over 
to the Board of Fire Engineers.

Building Committee. 
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Report of the Tree Planting Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


Following is a list of the trees, shrubs, and plants planted 
during the season of 1950. 


Route 151 from North Falmouth to the East. 250 young 
white birches were planted in groups along this road in con- 
spicious places where they will show to advantage as they at- 
tain their growth. Birches were used because on this road 
the natural growth is the native pine and this offers a chance 
to demonstrate the effect of another tree color, this road could 
use a lot more decidious trees in order to give contrast to the 
unbroken effect of the green pines. 


Sandwich Road, north of the Coonamessett river 15 more 
Honey Locust were planted on the west side of the road to 
complete a line of these trees from the Eldredge House to the 
Coonamessett river. Eight more weeping willows were plant- 
ed on the east side of the road below the East End Meeting 
House, this now makes a row of Weeping Willows with 16 
trees and they have made a very satisfactory growth. These 
are all of the Niobe variety, which has a very gold stem and 
branches. 


On the Davisville Road 50 more Norway maples were 
planted and we were in error in our 1949 report to say that 
the planting on this road was completed. It will take about 
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75 more trees to finish the planting and this will complete 
about four miles of trees, most of these have been planted on 
private land to avoid wires and to allow for widening the road 
in the future. 


At the park in Falmouth Heights eight Honey Locusts 
were planted. 


At the Teaticket School a border planting was made as 
a screen back of the new fence this was composed of nine 
large pines taken from the site of the new school, three Haw- 
thornes, 3 Dogwoods, 1 Maple and 5 Lindens. 


All of the trees and plants set during the year were 
mulched with manure the past fall. 


The United States Department of Agriculture’s report for 
the year 1949 is a large book entitled TREES. The book con- 
tains some 950 pages and is a very complete compilation of 
every phase of the tree question. Each chapter is written by 
an expert on the particular subject treated. A chapter on 
questions and answers at the beginning of the book is of spe- 
cial interest to one who does not want to read the whole book, 
while another chapter on Shade Trees for the North Eastern 
section of the U.S. describes the particular qualities of certain 
trees to each section, here one can learn of many new trees 
and their relation to our environment. There are chapters 
on Planting; Care of Trees, Soils and Climate; Uses of Trees; 
Fire Protection; The National Forests, and in fact almost any- 
thing that could be considered of value in relation to our 
Trees. The book is well illustrated and of much interest. 
Distribution of the book is by Congressmen and Senators, the 
supply is at present very low, but may be purchased at a 
nominal price from the Government. It is a book for the 
amateur, the scientist, the commercial man and in fact for 
every one interested in trees. 


Plans for 1951 include more work on Route 151, the Davis- 
ville Road, planting azaleas at the workshop of the Water

Department, also a planting to demonstrate what may be 
done toward eliminating snow fences; your committee be- 
lieves that certain kinds of hedges or mixed plantings, placed 
where snow piles up on the roads will act as snow catchers 
and eliminate the use of snow fences, there are several town 
owned places where this demonstration might be placed.

Tree Planting Committee. 
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Report of the Town Forest Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


Your committee has continued to employ Mr. Roy Alien as 
Warden in the Town Forest and this arrangement has worked 
out well in that we now have the feeling that the forest is be- 
ing well patrolled and also that Mr. Allen has been able with 
the help of some welfare labor to prune some ten acres of 
young trees, removing dead branches so that the trees may 
grow into better lumber, and this work has much improved 
the appearance of the forest. This pruning has been done 
according to the best recommended forest management. 
There are still many tracts planted from 10 to 15 years ago 
which need pruning in this way. The Welfare Department 
was able to furnish assistance in this work to the extent of 
462 hours. 


Some five miles of roads in the forest were cleared of 
brush and made passable for trucks and fire fighting equip- 
ment, in this connection we employed the Bartlett Tree Ex- 
pert Co. to spray some roads with a chemical spray known 
as 2,4,5-T or Brushkiller. Apparently these chemical weed 
and brushkillers are the answer to keeping down weed tree 
and brush in roads and along travelled ways where the danger 
of fire is great. The Boston Herald of December 17, 1950, gave 
a very complete analysis of the results of this kind of spraying 
to control brush on power and utility line rights of way. It 
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would seem from this that while the present costs are high, 
they are not as high as those of hand labor, and with several 
sprayings the complete killing of the roots of brush plants 
has resulted. 


Along Routes 28, Brick Kiln Road and Gifford Street the 
edges of the roads were cleaned as a preventive to fires. 


Last year we reported losses through theft of young ever- 
greens either on the spring for planting or at Christmas time 
for Christmas trees; this season by the employment of extra 
help especially at Christmas we are glad to report that these 
losses have been greatly reduced. 


There has been very little insect damage in the forest 
this past season, apparently by the wholesale spraying of the 
Cape woodlands the Gypsy moth has been eliminated and 
to a certain extent several other leaf eating insects. We are 
still, however, troubled with the White Pine shoot moth and 
this insect is so bad that it would seem advisable to limit the 
planting of White Pines as a forest tree in this area. 


There was an exceptional bloom on the many dogwood 
trees at the head of Long Pond but owing to the heavy growth 
of oak and maple about them it was necessary to go down 
under the trees in order to get the best effects. 


During the recent very serious water shortage in Eastern 
New York your chairman visited several of the larger reser- 
voirs used for holding water for the City of New York. Most 
of these reservoirs have been very well planted with forest 
trees right down to the water’s edge, and it was very apparent 
that those reservoirs so planted were holding a larger volume 
of water than those places where there was no such planting, 
the evidence of the effect of tree planting on the watersheds 
was most convincing. It would seem as if Falmouth might 
have to do more in the near future in conserving its water sup- 
ply for what with increasing use and our uncertain rainfall 
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the present supply at Long Pond is likely to be inadequate, 
and certainly more tree planting all over the watershed would 
help maintain a more equal water supply. 


Practically no trees have been planted in the Town Forest 
for about ten years, and while the practice of caring for what 
we have may be all right, still we shall greatly miss this gap 
in our tree planting in the future. 


Your committee recommends the appropriation of $3,340. 
for 1951.

Town Forest Committee. 
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Report of the Park Commissioners 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The Park Commissioners hereby submit their annual re- 
port for the year 1950. 


The Commissioners wish to thank all other Town De- 
partments who have contributed much needed services in 
order that the carrying out of the Park Departments overall 
duties could be most efficiently done. 


The Commissioners feel that a great many of the Fal- 
mouth Citizens are not conversant with the size of their Park 
System. The Commissioners also feel that a listing of all 
Parks, Playgrounds and Ball Parks that come under the juris- 
diction of the Park Department would be not only wise, but 
instructive. Citizens of a Town should without any doubt 
know for what purposes the money they pay in taxes is spent. 


PARKS 


Goodwill Park: Due to the acquisition by the Water De- 
partment of 500 feet of land in Goodwill Park bordering Long 
Pond as an addition to their Water Shed, it became necessary 
to not only move, but rebuild the original restrooms. Under- 

. brush was cleaned out alongside a section of the road running 
through the Park. A thinning out of all types of trees in 
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order to assure proper growth for the remaining trees was 
commenced and will be continued. The section of Goodwill 
Park bordering on Route 28 was given an initial face lifting. 
A portion of the area was cleared and nine (9) tables and ac- 
companying benches were built and placed throughout the 
area. Here a Clambake was held in August which was at- 
tended by approximately 175 people. Chairman Lewis, who 
spends his spare time in checking on this area’s use by the 
public, estimates that approximately 2000 people availed 
themselves of the opportunity presented, by picnicking here 
during the summer. The Gifford Street entrance is being 
cleared and beautified. 


Village Green Park: A complete fertilization program 
was commenced and will be carried out each year. A tree 
trimming program will be inaugurated in 1951. This will as- 
sure better growth and an extension of the life period of the 
trees. 


Sailors’ Memorial Park: During the year 1951 an exten- 
Sive flower bed will be built around the Memorial. General 
maintenance and overall care was continued throughout the 
past year. 


Katie Hatch’s Park: General maintenance and overall 
care was continued throughout the year. 


Crescent Park: General maintenance and overall care 
was continued throughout the year. A tree trimming pro- 
gram will be inaugurated here in 1951. 


Chapel Park: Eight vigorous young maples were set out 
during the year. A tree trimming program will be inaugu- 
rated here in 1951. General maintenance and overall care 
was continued throughout the year. 


Hewitt Park: A tree trimming program will be inaugu- 
rated here in 1951. General maintenance and overall care 
was continued throughout the year. 
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Worcester Park: General maintenance and overall care 
was continued throughout the year. 


Shiverick’s Pond Park: General maintenance and over- 
all care was continued throughout the year. A tree trimming 
program will be inaugurated here in 1951. 


Crown Park: General maintenance and overall care was 
continued throughout the year. 


Allen Park: General maintenance and overall care was 
continued throughout the year. 


Deacon’s Avenue Park: General maintenance and overall 
care was continued throughout the year. 


Upper Park: General maintenance and overall care was 
continued throughout the year. 


Falmouth Heights Waterfront Park: General mainte- 
nance and overall care was continued throughout the year. 


PLAYGROUNDS AND BALL PARKS 


Woods Hole Playground and Ball Park: In addition to 
the general maintenance of the Playground and Ball Field a 
new backstop was built which gave adequate protection to 
the houses in back of home plate. The Tennis Courts were 
available for use to the Public from June 1st to Labor Day. 
A caretaker has been secured for the Tennis Courts, who 
is responsible for their constant availability. 


Central Ball Park (Heights): In addition to the general 
maintenance of the field the base lines were completely .re- 
built which added greatly to the field’s usefulness. 


Nye Playground and Ball Park: In addition to the gen- 
eral maintenance of the Ball Field and Playground the base 
lines were completely rebuilt which made for a much improved 
playing field. The Tennis Courts were available for use to 
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the public from June 1st to Labor Day. At some future time 
the Commissioners feel that additional land should be secured 
in order to move the left center field fence back, thus doing 
away with Pop Fly Home Runs. 


East Falmouth Ball Park: In addition to the general 
maintenance of the field, the grove running parallel to Davis- 
ville Road was completely cleared and seeded. The adjacent 
section will be completed in 1951. 


Fonseca Memorial Ball Park: In addition to general 
maintenance and overall care a new drinking fountain was 
installed. This addition was indeed welcome, because of its 
great need. In the immediate future, the Commissioners feel 
that additional land should be acquired in order that the very 
short outfield may be properly lengthened. 


NEW PLAYGROUND PARK 


The land and tennis courts in the rear of the Old Com- 
munity Center Building reaching to Siders Pond was acquired 
by the Park Department by a vote of the Special Town Meet- 
ing in December. The Tennis Courts will have to be complete- 
ly resurfaced and the wire netting replaced where necessary. 
The adjoining field will be graded and an 18-inch embank- 
ment will be built around the entire field. This will allow 
for immediate flooding in cold weather thus making possible 
Safe Skating for children of all ages. This Field will also give 
a much needed play area, which boys and girls in this section 
of Falmouth have previously been without. No longer in the 
Fall will the cramped confines of the Village Green have to 
be transformed into a Football Field. Also Field Hockey for 
the girls will at long last be possible. 


The Commissioners feel that as an expression of appre- 
ciation of 32 years of untiring service in the interest of Fal- 
mouth’s Park and Playgrounds, that the above newly acquired 
Tennis Courts and Land be named the Ellis M. Lewis Park. 
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The fertilization program previously referred to will be 
carried out in connection with every Park, Playground and 
Ball Field. 


The Department has cared for the grounds around and 
adjacent to the Town Infirmary during the past year. 


In closing this report the Commissioners feel that the 
statement of a visitor to our Town should be made available 
to each and every Citizen of Falmouth. The statement was 
as follows: “I have not in my many years of travel, seen a 
finer system of Parks and Playgrounds in a town of this size, 
anywhere, east of the Mississippi.”

It is with pride that I point out that Falmouth passed 
through the year of 1950 without a fatal accident within the 
town limits. Although there was approximately a twenty 
percent increase in the total accidents, including minor prop- 
erty damage accidents; the non-fatal driving record for the 
past year is one of which the citizens of Falmouth can be 
justly proud. 


I should like to report that I have added photostat equip- 
ment to the photographic section of the Police Department. 
This section under Officer James W. Boyatt has been used 
very extensively during the past year by the police and other 
Town departments. 


A fifty man auxiliary police force has been organized and 
all its necessary equipment has been received and will be is- 
sued in the near future. This emergency unit has been or- 
ganized as a Civil Defense measure and will be trained by the 
members of the Police Department. 


It has been necessary to make repairs to the Police Sta- 
tion during the past year, as the building was leaking badly. 
During this work it was discovered that repairs will have to 
be continued to avoid extensive and costly damage to the 
building. 


All house and store inspection, patrols and traffic control 
work were extended in the past year with a 10,000 mile in- 
crease in total mileage on the police cars. The total number 
of arrests for crimes committed in Falmouth during the past 
year, increased over eighteen per cent, and was largely due 
to serious motor vehicle violations. 
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The Police Department lost two excellent officers in 1950 
through retirement. Gardner Blossom and Reginald Bow- 
man were retired in June and November and action has been 
taken to replace them by Civil Service examination.

The Committee in reporting to the Town is most happy 
to say that the persons regularly employed for the purpose 
of directing the Falmouth Recreation Building and its Pro- 
gram are still with us. Mr. Augustus T. Canty and Mrs. John 
Radcliffe have by their combined efforts carried out a pro- 
gram that has served more people than ever before, since 
the Town of Falmouth acquired the Recreation Building in 
1950 with its manifold services. This is directly due to their 
efforts. 


Finances: 


The appropriations were sufficient to cover most of the 
items in last year’s budget. The item concerning repairs 
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proved somewhat in excess of what originally had been an- 
ticipated, but that was taken care of by a few balances that 
appeared in other budgetary items. The floor in the main 
hall was refinished under a special item appropriated at last 
year’s town Meeting. Repairs to furniture were made when 
the need became evident. 


The Town realized a revenue of $1,411.46 from the use of 
the Building and its activities. The Committee feels that it 
should be fully understood that in the case of benefits the 
building is donated, Rental Free. Those organizations which 
use the building pay a rental fee to cover the heat, light and 
janitor’s services.

Use of Recreation Facilities for Service Personnel: 


The Committee received a letter from the Board of Trade 
requesting that time be set aside for the Service Personnel. 
The Committee answered the Board of Trade by offering the 
Recreation Building and its facilities on Sundays for the sole 
Use of the Service Personnel. The Committee has noted that 
a feeling exists in Falmouth that more time should be allotted 
to the Service Personnel. The Recreation Committee has by 
letter requested a meeting with the Board of Trade Commit- 
tee in order that a full and complete discussion can be had 
concerning an additional allocation of time for the Service 
Personnel. The Committee is willing at all times to cooperate 
in making possible the use of its facilities for the Service 
Personnel. 


New Activity: 


When the Main Hall floor was refinished it was set out 
for Volleyball, Badminton and Basketball. Basketball has not 
been heretofore an activity possible in the Recreation Build- 
ing. Its need however has been great and it (basketball) will 
give an opportunity for participation to a group before not 
served. Two Intramural Leagues will be set up, for Teen Age 
Basketball. The first group will have an age range of 9 to 13, 
the second group will be from 14 to 19. The Committee feels 
that this new activity will be of inestimable value. Those who 
are participating in High School Basketball are ineligible to 
participate because this is distinctly for those who do not 
have an opportunity to play the game elsewhere. 


Recommendations: 


The Committee feels that the Falmouth Recreation Build- 
ing is fulfilling the definite needs of the Youth of our Com- 
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munity. This however is not limited to youth alone because 
innumerable other and older groups use the Building Facil- 
ities constantly. The Main Hall serves as a Social Hall and 
as an Auditorium when needed. In view of the above facts 
the Committee is requesting the sum of $12,358.46 for the en- 
suing year. In anticipation of the use on Sundays of the 
building by the Camp Edwards Personnel an additional sum 
of $636.00 is being requested. The amount deemed necessary 
for the operation of the building is therefore $12,994.46. 


The Committee wishes to thank all who have in any way 
contributed to the successful operation of the Recreation 
Building. The Citizens of Falmouth by their support of the 
Recreation Building and its facilities are definitely removing 
and in fact preventing Juvenile Delinquency. The Commit- 
tee is indeed sorry to have lost the services of Dr. Charles B. 
Regan, former chairman, and Mrs. Oliver P. Brown, commit- 
teewoman. Their services and work was of great value to the 
Recreation Setup.

A total of 551 permits for construction estimated to cost 
$3,323,206.00 were issued during the past year from this office. 


Although the year’s estimated total construction con- 
tains the $1,360,366.00 estimated cost of the new High School, 
there were no blanket permits for housing developments as 
was shown in the 1949 report. 


There has been built during the year 369 new dwellings 
at estimate cost of $1,631,945.00, 32 private garages at 
$18,900.00, 7 commercial buildings at $44,600.00, 26 accessory 
buildings at $11,180.00 and new High School at $1,360,366.00, 
and Alterations at an estimated cost of $256,215.00.

FALMOUTH BOARD OF TRADE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The Information Booth at the Community Center Build- 
ing was opened May 1, and the Secretary, Mrs. Gertrude Mag- 
nuson, was on duty from 9:00 until 5:00 Mondays through 
Saturdays, until September 15, on which date the Booth was 
closed for the season. 


All mail received prior to May 1 was answered by Mrs. 
Gladys Fitzgerald; that received during the season was an- 
swered from the Information Booth office; and the mail sub- 
sequent to September 15 was answered by Mrs. Magnuson 
from her home. Each inquiry received a reply, and the bro- 
chure on Falmouth was enclosed, together with listings of 
hotels, guest homes, cottages, or real estate agents, depending 
upon the information requested. A great deal of detailed in- 
formation was sent out covering boat, train and plane sched- 
ules, listings of eating places, amusement and vacation facil- 
ities, etc. Applications for employment were turned over to 
the local employment agency. From May 1 to December 31, 
letters and cards answered totaled 1,264. 


The number of persons served at the Information Booth 
varied from ten to two hundred a day. Because of the amount 
of work, it was impossible to make a daily tally, but it is esti- 
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mated that about 4,000 visitors were served at the desk. Hotel 
and guest home accommodations were secured and thousands 
of pieces of printed matter were given out including: lists of 
hotels, guest homes, eating places, cottages and apartments; 
maps; boat, train, bus and plane schedules; theater billings; 
fishing data, places of historical interest. Also countless ex- 
planations were given regarding the beach restrictions, es- 
pecially on those days when the Beach Committee’s office 
was not open. 


During the season, the phone was in constant use. Calls 
came in from various points in New York, New Jersey, Con- 
necticut, Rhode Island and Massachusetts for information 
and reservations. 


When possible, definite reservations were made over the 
phone and the summer visitors sent to that place. However, 
many people preferred to have three or four names, or even 
a complete list, and then make their own selections after in- 
specting various accommodations. During busy weekends, it 
was sometimes necessary to make ten or twelve calls in order 
to locate a suitable vacancy. 


Guest home listings were increased from 80 to 185, with 
617 rooms, accommodating 1315 guests. Three hotels were 
added to the list. 


Inquiries for summer homes and cottages were referred 
to all real estate agencies; those asking for hotel accom- 
modations were referred to all hotels in the area. 


The appropriation made to this committee was entirely 
expended on stationery, office supplies, mimeographing, post- 
age, the advertising of Falmouth as a summer resort, phone, 
and the salary of the secretary.

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Report of the Ambulance Committee 


To the Board of Selectmen

Gentlemen: 


Submitted herewith is the report of the Ambulance Com- 
mittee. 


During the past year the Ambulance Committee lost one 
of its most valuable and beloved members, Dr. Harold O. Hunt, 
who passed away on February 20, 1950. 


The Ambulance Committee with Dr. T. A. Wiswall, Deputy 
Chief George G. Ferris and Chief Ray D. Wells met with the 
Board of Selectmen and Dr. Joseph H. Denton was appointed 
for the balance of the year to membership on the Committee 
to take Dr. Hunt’s place. 


The Ambulance made 225 trips covering 12,411 miles, us- 
ing 1,187 gallons of gasoline and 48 quarts of oil. During the 
past year 194 Residents and 31 Non-Residents were trans- 
ported. 9 patients were transported for Public Welfare, 27 
for the Police Department, 11 Old Age Recipients and 1 Veter- 
an’s Relief. Making a total of $535.00 to be charged to the 
Town and no fees collected.

On December 29th, the Ambulance was responding to a 
call and the right rear spring broke on the Ambulance 
through no fault of the Driver, merely, a spring failure. It 
was found that a delay would ensue to obtain a new spring 
and since the Ambulance had been driven approximately 
38,000 miles and was in need of engine overhaul, the Commit- 
tee decided to have this work done at the same time the 
spring repair and installation was made. 


In order not to interrupt the service of the Ambulance to 
the Town and because the Committee felt that such service 
is of paramount importance the Committee thought it best to 
hire an Ambulance for a few days while our Ambulance was 
being overhauled and repaired. Mr. Snell of the Blue Am- 
bulance Co. in Brockton, Mass., allowed us to have one of his 
Ambulances for a flat rate of $35.00 per day. This was a good 
Packard Ambulance and we used it for eight days. This 
cost amounted to $280.00, and therefor, this amount will have 
to be added to our budget at the Annual Town Meeting. 


We wish to report that Driver Woodrow W. Williams has 
taken the Instructor’s course on First Aid from the Red Cross. 
We wish to commend him for receiving such a high mark in 
the course and we now feel that we have a man capable of 
instructing the members of the Fire Department and others 
in the vital work of proper First Aid.

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Report of the West Falmouth Library 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


During the past year the circulation of books and mag- 
azines in our Library has been very good, 4050 of them, and 
almost one third of these read by young people and children. 
A loan of 115 books was obtained in March from the Division 
of Public Libraries in Boston, and used for six months. This 
made possible some economy in our purchases, which was 
necessary from heavy expense for rewiring our building. Of 
the 168 new accessories, 66 were gifts from good friends of the 
Library. We have also 16 periodicals, some of which are also 
gifts. Early in the year one of the staff from the Boston of- 
fice assisted the librarian in discarding books. This made 
places for more than a thousand newcomers. Our total now 
is 4125 volumes. There have been 75 new borrowers during 
the year, and we expect more new readers at the American 
Merchant Marine Library to which some books have been 
sent. 


Various parties have been arranged to raise money for 
the very large outlay on our building, the most enjoyable of 
these being a silver tea honoring the birthday of our well- 
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known Association President, Mrs. James A. Boyce. The com- 
munity has greatly appreciated the work of the librarian, Mrs. 
Brenton.Roberts, who resigned early in the year.

The circulation of books for the year was 3500. 


I should judge that we had somewhere around 2000 books 
on our shelves and there are around 500 more to put on the 
shelves when we get them. That does not sound like many 
books but as I have said before we are cramped for space so 
have to keep books weeded out all the time to make room for 
the new ones. 


I hope in another year to have all of the books new and 
old cataloged.

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During the past year the conditions of the woodland were 
just the reverse of conditions in 1949. We had two brief dry 
spells and at such times we placed in operation the usual fire 
patrol. The total number of miles patrolled this year were 
603 miles. The total amount of gallons of gasoline was 102 
gals. Total number of man hours were 73. 


Upon resuming the Warden’s job, this Spring ,after my 
return from Military Service, I made a survey of the fire 
breaks and decided to wait until the Fall before doing any 
work on them. I had intended to continue Chief Ferris’ pro- 
gram of work on fire breaks for the coming year, but when 
the trouble broke out in Korea, I was immediately concerned 
of the situation with respect to obtaining replacement tubes 
for our radio installations. It quickly developed that tubes 
for transmitters, especially the mobile type would soon be a 
scarce article. I consulted with the Chairman of the Finance 
Committee, Mr. MacDougall, and informed him of the situ- 
ation and recommended that we purchase a two year supply 
of tubes while the price was low and the tubes available. This 
was agreed to and instead of utilizing as much money as was 
intended I gambled that it would be a wet season and pur- 
chased about $600.00 worth of tubes. At the time of writing 
this report I find that over 50% of the tubes are not now 
available except on a bootleg market and at extremely high 
prices. That is why the unusually high maintenance cost for 
radio shows up in this year’s report. 


Since the construction of the new Fire Station has been 
completed at North Falmouth we have transferred the County 
Brush Breaker to the New Station with the approval of the 
County Commissioners. This Station is nearer to the wooded 
area than Headquarters and therefore, is in my opinion prop- 
erly located. 


We have also transferred to the old Fire Station in North 
Falmouth one of our Patrol Trucks and the Forest Warden 
intends to use the old Station at North Falmouth for housing 
this kit. 


On April 17th, we had an obviously incendiary fire on 
Route 151. This was our most serious fire for the year and 
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we were obliged to call out of Town aid. The fire was success- 
fully stopped and recall occurred before 7:00 P. M. 


Following this fire there was a series of obvious incen- 
diary fires which occurred in the North Western Section of 
the Town, seven of these fires we have termed as needless 
but from the manner of their start the writer is of the opin- 
ion that they were set along side of the road, but because 
of the vigilance of the Fire Tower the department was able 
to extinguish them before any size had been reached. As a 
result of our investigation, two individuals were questioned 
and, for a time, were under suspicion by the State Fire Inspec- 
tor. This type of fire ceased and for the remainder of the 
year we have been lucky enough to escape any further fires. 
It was directly due to the alertness and efficiency of Police 
Chief Harold L. Baker that we were able to discover and ap- 
prehend the suspects. 


-It is my purpose this year to continue the fire patrol 
whenever the conditions warrant. I am also hoping to be 
able to use the Junior Callmen this Spring to work on the 
fire breaks in the Sun Junction-Jenkins Pond area and in 
the Mill Road Sectors. Some burning of these breaks will 
be required and it is proposed to start this in favorable wea-~ 
ther and late in the afternoons therefore, in the Spring, if a 
“fire glow” is noted in the sky it will probably be this depart- 
ment doing this work. 


I have requested the County Commissioners to place in 
their County Budget, funds to install a mobile radio set in 
the Brush Breaker. It is hoped that the Breaker can be so 
equipped. This piece of equipment is a necessity to the upper 
Cape area and it can be more efficiently utilized in the wooded 
areas if the Forest Wardens, using it, are able to communicate 
with it during a serious fire.

FIRE PREVENTION REMARKS 


Although we had a substantial increase in the number 
of fires this year I notice that the fire loss as a whole has not 
increased too much in comparison. The reason for this I 
believe can be attributed to our use of fusible safety valves 
installed in range oil burners and a safety control installed 
in all gas floor furnaces. These safety instruments shut off 
the flow of oil or gas in all cases of flooding or overheating, 
and in no case have we had a fire this year where a loss has 
occurred where these instruments have been installed. 


We have inspected 524 oil burners, 406 L. P. gas instal- 
lations, 437 incinerators and 683 business inspections, making 
a total of 2,050 inspections. We found 19 violations during 
these inspections and had them corrected. The business dis- 
tricts throughout the town are found to be in good shape 
from a fire prevention point of view. All schools throughout 
the Town have had monthly inspections this year and are 
in good condition. 


This department went all out during Fire Prevention 
Week. Through the cooperation of the Board of Trade, the 
School Department, and Mr. Russell Marshall, the Insurance 
Agents of the Town, we obtained self inspection blanks for 
homes, schools, all places of business, Churches, hotels etc. 
We distributed them to various key points and practically 
every home and building in town received one. All blanks 
that were filled out and received by us were corrected, haz- 
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ards noted and owners advised as to proper corrections. It 
- will be interesting to note how much this will effect our 1951 
Fire Loss. 


We made extra inspections during all this week and 
found very little hazard to comment on, due no doubt to the 
fine cooperation of the press which gave us publicity. A fire 
prevention committee was formed to put fire prevention week 
over. This committee consists of Deputy Chief Milton Mac- 
Whinnie, Fire Department; James Boyatt, photographer, 
Police Department; Russell Marshall, School Department; 
Lawrence C. Antonellis, Insurance Agent and Donald Hur- 
ford and Roger Murray of the Press. This committee proved 
so successful that it was decided to make it a permanent 
committee to further fire prevention throughout the year. 


I wish to commend Captain Leighton F. Peck and Cap- 
tain Manuel L. Turner of this Bureau for their fine work and 
cooperation.

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REPORT OF FIRE ALARM SYSTEM 


Chief Ray D. Wells 
Falmouth Fire Department

Dear Sir: 


I hereby submit my annual report of the Fire Alarm 
System for the year ending December 31, 1950. 


Serious damage to the Fire Alarm equipment occurred 
during the past year due to electrical and high wind storms. 
The damage due to high winds, the high tension lines of the 
Electric Company to the outside alarm circuits which caused 
a voltage greater than the lightning arresters could handle. 
The alarm lightning equipment can pass a surge of high volt- 
age through it but not a continuous high voltage. Two fire 
alarm boxes #26 and #41 were completely destroyed and had 
to be returned to the factory for repairs. Other equipment 
that did not get hit so hard was repaired by me without delay. 


I have asked for in my annual budget enough money to 
cover cost of a spare Master Fire Alarm Box for replacement 
use while a damaged box is removed from service for repairs. 
The usual length of time taken for repairs has been from 
four to six weeks and in some instances longer. 


I have intentions of removing some alarm boxes this com- 
ing year for minor repairs and a spare alarm box to put in 
place of the box under repair would be advisable. 


I found it necessary to replace one bank of the type ICS 
fire alarm storage batteries this past year and another bank 
will have to be replaced this coming year. The fire alarm bat- 
teries are now 15 years old and have given excellent service. 


One new Master Fire Alarm Box has been added at the 
Cape Cod Marine Railways, Falmouth Heights. I have in- 
stalled two auxiliary manual pull fire alarm stations in the 
boatyard which are connected directly to this alarm box. 
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I have completed the Fire Alarm Panel Board in the new 
North Falmouth Fire Station which includes a system of pin 
switching for the external loops to Megansett and Silver 
Beach. If a failure occurs at either of these two locations, 
the man on duty at the North Falmouth Station, can im- 
mediately find out which loop is open and will be able to cut 
that loop thus Keeping the rest of the circuit closed and oper- 
ating. 


We also have a valuable resistance unit and a milliameter 
in series with the fire alarm circuit at the new Station to 
compensate for any change in current flowing in this circuit. 


A new type automatic night light switch has been in- 
stalled in the new Station, this turns on a certain number 
of alarm lights in the building when an alarm comes over 
the fire alarm circuit. This automatic light switch also turns 
off the night lights after an interval of five minutes after the 
truck leaves the building going to a fire. 


The old North Falmouth Fire Station has been turned 
over to me for storage and repairs of Fire Alarm equipment. 
I now have a place to store this equipment together, and 
under cover which was not possible before. 


Several tests made by a representative of the Eastern 
Insurance Underwriters have been made on various Fire 
Alarm connections to automatic sprinklers and have been 
found to be operating in a satisfactory manner. 


The usual amount of transfers of Fire Alarm equipment 
to new utility poles have been made throughout the year. 


The Smith valve or whistle valve at Woods Hole failed, 
and was sent to the factory for repairs. I have made several 
adjustments to the valve before this happened but it is old 
and worn out so badly that further adjustments would not 
correct the operation. We are using a factory loaned valve 
at this time, and if we wish to continue the use of the whistle, 
it must be replaced. 


Civil Defense is back with us again and several changes 
are being contemplated in emergency lighting at Headquar- 
ters. The outside Fire Stations which have had no provisions 
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for emergency light and power in the event that the Cape & 
Vineyard Electric Company’s services are lost should receive 
immediate serious consideration. 


I have equipped Headquarters and Woods Hole fire 
whistles with ropes so that the necessary air raid signals can 
be sounded manually in the event of alarm. The normal op- 
eration of the system, the length of the blast is too short due 
to the timing of the whistle valve and the “all clear” signals 
consists of three one minute blasts on air whistles or horns. 


I was called upon by the Christmas Lighting Committee 
to help them at the Green, and also, by the North Falmouth 
Christmas Tree Committee to help them out with the lights 
of the tree there. 


The radio system is in good working order and at this 
time no major repairs are needed. I was fortunate to be able 
to purchase a number of tubes for the radio system before a 
shortage of tubes came into effect which has happened to 
certain types of tubes that we have in use now. In fact as 
I write this report I am advised that most of our transmitting 
tubes are not available. 


The Fire Alarm System is in good working order at this 
time. I will have to replace some sections of wire in each of 
the four circuits this coming year that might cause trouble 
in time to come, and several sections will require tree trim- 
ming to eliminate grounds in the alarm circuit. 


The air compressor at Headquarters is not satisfactory, 
and should be replaced with a new one. Parts are no longer 
available for the pump, and the pumping capacity has drop- 
ped so low that it now takes six hours to refill the air tanks 
once they are emptied. It has failed to operate three times 
this year.

I submit the following report in accordance with Depart- 
mental orders. 


All the companies of the Fire Department were drilled 
this year, which is ordered by the Board of Engineers each 
year. The companies and drills are shown below. 


Engine 1 and Ladder 1—5 Drills 
Engine 2 and Ladder 2—7 Drills 
Engine 3—10 Drills 

Engine 4—5 Drills 

Engine 5—6 Drills 


The approximate cost for Drilling this year was about 
$500.00 which is taken from the callmen’s budget (callmen’s 
salaries). This cost may run slightly higher for 1951 due to 
the increase in members in the company at North Falmouth 
which now has two (2) companies. 


A marked improvement has been noted this year in all 
companies, especially in the newer members of the various 
companies. 


I would like to commend the members of Engine #3, 
North Falmouth, for the interest shown again this year. The 
voluntary drills requested and given, definitely shows the 
keen interest in this particular company. The voluntary 
drills bring no compensation whatsoever. These drills were 
held nights, Sundays and holidays and were very satisfactory, 
especially the night drills for the newer members recently 
added to the company. 
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The Quissett Volunteer Fire Department under the direc- 
tion of Foreman Freelon Morris have done a remarkable job 
in building, at their own expense a piece of apparatus which 
is a credit to each and every member. It has a tank cap- 
acity of about 600 gallons with a 150 gallon pump, along with 
1%,” forest fire hose and the necessary equipment. These 
members have volunteered their services to the Falmouth 
Fire Department at any time, upon being notified. The mem- 
bers requested to be drilled with their equipment and were 
several times, and the results were fine. Most of these mem- 
bers have been “Sparks” of city departments and it is noted 
they are quite well advanced in most of the routine proced- 
ures. It has been a pleasure to work with Mr. Morris and 
the members, and will try to assist them any time, upon 
request. 


The Junior Callmen have done a fine job again this year 
burning, patrolling and working on forest fires, and it is an- 
ticipated they will be called upon again this coming year. 


I wish to thank Mr. Marshall and his staff for their fine 
cooperation again this year. 


I have attended the monthly drillmasters’ school in 
Brookline, Mass., also a Fire Fighting Conference in Worces- 
ter, Mass. These meetings with its members and speakers 
have been very interesting and look forward to each and 
every one. 


May I commend the members of all the companies for 
the spirit and cooperation I have received this past year and 
wish to thank each and every one at this time.

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REPORT OF THE CHIEF 


During the past year the Fire Department has lost the 
services of two officers through retirement due to physical 
disability. The first was Captain Frank M. Corey, who re- 
quested retirement on the 12th of February. Captain Corey 
served this department faithfully and well for 27 years and 
3 months, and his services during the early days of forming, 
drilling and training were of the best. 


Lieutenant Robert W. Donnelly on March 10th, requested 
his retirement due to physical disability, and the same was 
authorized. Lt. Donnelly served efficiently and well for 19 
years and 6 months. Lt. Donnelly during our early days of 
forming and training the department proved a most valuable 
member of the department and for many years did excellent 
work in Keeping and maintaining the Stations and effecting 
major repairs. His work of setting up and making the furni- 
‘ture for Civil Defense at the beginning of World War II re- 
sulted in our being considered as one of the best equipped 
Civil Defense Headquarters in the State. Lt. Donnelly also, 
was the prime mover in creating the permanent Firemen’s 
Association which was very much needed in the department. 


The writer was released from Military service and as au- 
thorized by law, resumed his rank as Chief of Department 
on March 25th. He found the department in excellent condi- 
tion and that Chief Ferris, who had served during his absence, 
had performed in a most efficient manner as well as causing 
many improvements in the department which had been badly 
needed. The writer is expressing his appreciation and thanks 
to Chief Ferris for his most efficient service and for the ex- 
cellent condition of the department. 


On May 3ist, the Board of Fire Engineers promoted to the 
rank of Captain four Lieutenants; Leighton F. Peck was pro- 
moted to Captain, which vacancy was caused when Captain 
Ferris was promoted to Senior Deputy Chief. Lt. Manuel L. 
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Turner was promoted to Captain to take the vacancy caused 
by the retirement of Captain Corey. 


Two new captaincies were created following the recom- 
mendation of the Finance Committee to have each outside 
Station in charge of a permanent Captain and Lieutenants 
Kempton and Rose were selected and promoted. Captain 
Peck was assigned to Engine #3, Captain Turner to Engine #4, 
Captain Kempton to Station #2, and Captain Rose to Engine 
#5. Lts. Robbins and Manchester were transferred to Head- 
quarters to act as inspectors for the Fire Prevention Division 
and to be in charge of the Ladder Truck on their respective 
platoons. 


This arrangement was found to be inefficient and the 
Board of Engineers determined that an improvement would 
result by creating two new Captaincies and again re-assigning 
the officers, so that, on May 31st, the Board of Fire Engineers 
met and decided to authorize the Chief to promote Lt. Rob- 
bins to Captain and assign him to command at Engine #5. 
They then authorized the Chief to promote Lt. Manchester 
and assign him to Engine #3, and that Captain Peck was to 
continue at Headquarters as Department Drillmaster and Fire 
Prevention Inspector on Deputy Ferris’ platoon. Captain 
Turner was returned to Headquarters and assigned as Fire 
Prevention Inspector to Deputy MacWhinnie’s platoon with 
Captain Rose taking command of Engine #4. 


On July 16th, while responding to an alarm of fire at 
Mashpee, Ladder #1 was forced off the road by an approach- 
ing car. In order to avoid a collision the driver made contact 
on the right side with a stone wall. This necessitated repairs 
to the running board and rear fender. The Ladder Truck, 
also at a later date, backed into a pile of rocks which required, 
again, repairs to the left rear running board. Other than this 
however, the Ladder Truck has performed efficiently and well 
and is, today, a most valuable piece of apparatus for the de- 
partment. 


At a drill of Engine #3 in September, serious trouble de- 
veloped with this 23 year old piece of equipment. It was found 
that the wrist pins in two and five cylinders were loose and 
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worn causing a bad knock. It was also, found that the cam- 
lifters were badly worn; that the pump itself would not oper- 
ate better than 75% of its capacity. Temporary repairs were 
made so that we could finish the year, but it was evident that 
more extensive renewals and overhauling should be effected, 
in the coming year if it was decided to continue this pumper 
in service. This requires a “factory overhaul” and the follow- 
ing items are expected to be renewed; new piston rings, pins, 
replace crank case and cylinder heads, renew valves and valve 
guides, renew needed parts for starting motor. Renew distri- 
butor complete, especially shaft and bearings, renew all main 
bearings and connecting rod bearings, estimated cost to be 
$550.00. It is estimated that a new engine would cost $2,000. 
We believe that the $550. estimated repairs could be made 
rather than installing a new engine at this time. 


On several occasions during the past two years the 31 
year old Engine at Headquarters has failed us many times. 
The Board of Fire Engineers determined that immediate re- 
pairs for this Engine was necessary and after much difficulty 
a Mr. Julien Wiegel in New Bedford offered to perform the 
repairs for an estimated sum of $1,000. and it was thought 
that this would give us at least five years more of service. 
Money was appropriated at the last Special Town Meeting for 
this purpose and at the time of writing this report the Engine 
is in Mr. Wiegel’s shop undergoing repairs. 


For the last six or seven years considerable difficulty has 
been experienced with Engine #5 at East Falmouth in starting 
the motor. Unless the battery was fully charged it would not 
turn over. It was found that some extensive repairs requiring 
factory service must be made including changing the electric 
system from 6 volt to 12 volt. We have received an estimated 
price for doing this work for $749.20. This is reeommended 
and should receive primary attention due to the fact that 
this piece of equipment carries 1,000 gals. of water and is our 
best piece of equipment for covering fire hazards not on the 
water mains of the Town. 


In October of this year, it was discovered that ‘factory 
repairs” are needed on Ladder Truck #2 at Woods Hole. The 
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main bearings on the crank shaft are badly worn as well as 
partially burned valves and worn guides, together with re- 
moving a bad end thrust bearing on the crank shaft. The 
booster pump needs overhauling and a replacement of water 
seals and roters, a new exhaust pipe with flexible connections 
must be replaced as well as installing a new muffler. This 
estimated cost of repairs is $665.00 


As a result of an accident when one of the permanent 
men slipped and fell on his back accidently, it was found that 
our insurance policy did not protect the Town on the firemen 
in such a case. And after consultation with the Finance 
Committee, the Town Policy was changed by endorsement so 
that with an increased premium all firemen in the depart- 
ment are covered while working and on duty at any time. 


There has been in existence during the last few years a 
group of interested summer citizens and tax payers who have 
formed a company kriown as the “Quissett Volunteers.” They 
have purchased and installed a new piece of fire equipment 
in Quissett at their own expense. They have taken training, 
and drilled with this department. They have offered to help 
us without cost and be subject to Fire Department control 
during the summer months when they are here. As a result 
the Board of Fire Engineers officially recognized this volun- 
teer company during last summer by formal vote. 


During the past year a new station was constructed for 
Engine #3 district, and the Building Committee has done a 
very fine job in providing this department with one of the 
latest and modern type Fire Stations in the country. At the 
time of writing this report the Building is occupied but not 
as yet been formally turned over to the Board of Fire Engin- 
eers. It is expected that this will be done on January 5th, 
when the “official house warming” ceremonies will take place. 


In anticipation of this action the Board of Fire Engineers 
by formal vote has decided to retain the old station at North 
Falmouth and use it for Fire Alarm storage purposes; to keep 
some forest fire kit therein; and, for such other purposes as 
may benefit the Fire Department. 
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During Fire Prevention Week in October, several evolu- 
tions were planned and carried out at the Tower Hotel in Fal- 
mouth Heights on October 14th. The writer wishes to com- 
mend and express his appreciation for the cooperation and 
excellent showing of all members of the department who par- 
ticipated. It was felt that the demonstrations gave the pub- 
lic knowledge that this department was trying to keep abreast 
of the times and to be ready in the event a serious fire should 
occur, by using new and more efficient methods of extinguish- 
ing and controlling fires. 


The writer was consulted by the Architect and Engineer 
for the new High School, and as a result, an adequate sys- 
tem of sprinklers to prevent and extinguish fire have been 
included in the contract. This will mean that, as long as the 
fire sprinklers are maintained the building can be considered 
safe from any fire becoming serious. A new Fire Alarm Box 
# 624 will be placed in service shortly after Town Meeting 
for the New High School. 


The writer wishes to report that only one serious fire in- 
volving life hazard is to be reported this year. This occurred 
on April 3rd, at Hamlin Avenue, and was caused by careless 
disposition of a cigarette. Six occupants escaped by a narrow 
margin of losing their lives in this fire. While there has been 
an increase in the number of fires this year, as compared to 
the previous year the writer is able to report no loss of life, 
and all other fires were extinguished before they had extended 
too far with one exception and this occurred on March 30th, 
at 2:35 a.m. The fire was not discovered until it had prac- 
tically burned the building to the ground. 


The writer wishes to extend his appreciation to the mem- 
bers of the permanent and call forces for their cooperation 
and good work during the past year.

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Report of the School Building Needs Committee 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


The year 1950 showed real progress concerning the new 
Junior-Senior High School. 


At the Annual Town Meeting held in February 1950, it 
was voted “that the sum of $1,500,000. be raised and appro- 
priated for the purpose of constructing and originally equip- 
ping and furnishing a Junior-Senior High School building on 
land acquired for that purpose off the southerly side of Lake- 
view Avenue, Falmouth, said building to be substantially in 
accordance with the plans of S. W. Haynes & Associates; and 
that to meet the said appropriation the sum of $100,000. be 
appropriated from the Post-War Rehabilitation Fund, that 
the sum of $100,000. be appropriated from available funds in 
the Treasury, and that the Treasurer, with the approval of 
the Selectmen, be and hereby is authorized to borrow the sum 
of $300,000. under authority of Chapter 71 of the Acts of 1949, 
and the sum of $1,000,000. under authority of Chapter 44 of 
the General Laws, so that the whole loan shall be payable in 
not more than twenty (20) years from the date of issue of 
the first bond or note.” 


“It was further voted that the construction, equipping 
and furnishing of the Junior-Senior High School building 
and the work incidental thereto be performed and said funds 
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be expended under the supervision of the Falmouth School 
Building Needs Committee.” 


At a meeting of the Committee held on October 27, 1950, 
it was voted “to accept the bid and to award a contract of 
$1,304,366.00 to the low bidder, the Platt Contracting Com- 


pany, Inc., contract to include changes in the specifications 
as voted by the School Building Committee on October 27, 
1950.” The contract was signed on November 10th. 


Under date of November 9, 1950, a letter was received 
from Mr. John E. Marshall, Administrator, School building 
Assistance Commission, as follows: 


“T am writing to indicate approval by the School 
Building Assistance Commission of final working 
plans for the Falmouth Junior-Senior High School.” 


Construction was started on November 13, 1950. On this 
same date we were assigned Project Number 194 by the 
School Building Assistance Commission. 


On Tuesday afternoon, November 21, 1950, ground break- 
ing ceremonies were held at the site on Lakeview Avenue. 
Mr. Herbert E. Hunziker, Building Committee Chairman, 
turned the first shovelful of earth. Others participating in 
the ceremonies were Isabel Rogers, president of the Senior 
Class of Lawrence High School, Kay Francis, Junior Class 
president, and Norris Eastman, president of the Sophomore 
Class. Rev. Ralph H. Long, opened the ceremony with a brief 
prayer, and all other members of the Committee took their 
turn with the spade. The shovel, properly inscribed, was 
turned over to Mr. Donald B. MacKilligan, Chairman of the 
School Committee. 


At a Special Town Meeting held on December 5, 1950, it 
was voted “to appropriate from the Excess and Deficiency 
Account the sum of $80,000.00, said amount to be used for 
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payment of the cost of constructing six (6) classrooms addi- 
tional to those now contracted for in the new Junior-Senior 
High School Building, and for payment of additional en- 
gineering and architect’s fees and the services of the Town’s 
Clerk of the Works (Construction Inspector), said amount to 
be expended under the supervision of the Falmouth School 
Building Needs Committee.” 


The Committee has held twenty-three meetings during 
the year.

The Town Survey Committee submits herewith its report 
for the year 1950. 


The continued increase in real estate transfers has kept 
the office busy plotting deeds and subdivisions. A great deal 
of the back work has been cleaned up. The card index sys- 
tem is up to Jan. 1949. It is a necessity to have these cards 
brought up to date but due to the backlog at the Registry of 
Deeds this is not possible. 


The office was able to have new sets of the maps printed 
this year and these sets are now being used by the Water 
Dept., Building Comr’s Dept., Planning Board, Registry of 
Deeds and the Land Court at Boston. In addition there were 
fifteen sets sold to business men in Falmouth. 


The Town Planners have had full use of the office, with 
all its plans and records, and found it a great help in their 
work. It would be a good thing for the office to have en- 
larged copies of the Town Planner’s aerial survey in order to 
show the location of all the buildings in the town. 
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It is hoped that the Planning Board will be able to use 
the survey office during the coming year to file their plans 
and records and provide service to the public.

Town Survey Committee. 
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Report of the School Committee 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


The School Committee has held fifteen special meetings 
in addition to the twelve regular meetings during the year. 


Mr. Robert C. Tait was appointed to the Committee in 
place of Dr. Joseph H. Denton, resigned. 


On February 27, 1950, a lunch room was opened at the 
Teaticket School, which has filled a need for that building. 


In April, the Driver Training Course was started under 
the instruction of the three teachers who have qualified for 
this purpose. 


During the summer most of the interior of the Teaticket 
School was painted. It is hoped to complete this work dur- 
ing the coming summer vacation. In order to meet State 
requirements it was found necessary to renew the boiler at 
the East Falmouth School. 


Immediately after the close of schools in June the Office 
of the Superintendent of Schools was moved from the Village 
School to the Community Center Building. This move was 
necessary in order to make room for two additional class 
rooms in the Village School. In addition to the room thus 
released, a basement room which had been used for Junior 
High School classes was made available for use by the Village 
School. More seats were placed in a basement room in the 
Hall School which had formerly been used for shop work. 
Next September two more class rooms will be needed for the 
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Village School, but as space is not available it will probably 
be necessary to increase the teaching loads of the fourth 
and fifth grade teachers. 


Due to new legislation all athletic and lunch room money 
is now handled through the Town Treasurer. Formerly the 
athletic funds were handled through the High School office 
and the lunch room money through the Superintendent’s of- 
fice. Bills and payrolls for these departments are now han- 
dled in the same way as all other school expenditures. 


A detailed financial report and other statistics are in- 
cluded in the following pages.

GENERAL INFORMATION 


Age of Admission to School. Any child who is six years 
of age or who will reach the sixth year on or before the first 
day of April following the opening of school in September 
may be admitted to school, but in every case the admission 
of a child under six shall be dependent upon the fitness of 
the child to profit by the work of the school, such fitness to 
be determined by the superintendent. Pupils under the age 
of seven who have not previously attended school shall not 
be permitted to enter later than thirty days after the open- 
ing of school in September. 


Birth Certificate. A birth certificate is required for en- 
trance to school. 


Vaccination. All children must be vaccinated before en- 
tering school. 


Excuses for Absences and Tardiness. Teachers shall re- 
quire a written excuse from parent or guardian for each ab- 
sence or tardiness. 


School Attendance. (Extracts from Gen. Laws.) Chap- 
ter 76, Sec. 1—“‘Every child between seven and sixteen, except 
a child between fourteen and sixteen who meets the require- 
ments for the completion of the sixth grade ...and who holds 
a permit for employment ...and is regularly employed there- 
under for at least six hours per day, or a child between four- 
teen and sixteen who meets said requirements ... and has 
written permission of the superintendent of schools of said 
town to engage in non-wage-earning employment at home 
... Shall attend a public day school during the entire time the 
public schools are in session .. .” 


Chapter 76, Sec. 2—‘‘Every person in control of a child 
described in the preceeding section shall cause him to attend 
school as therein required, and, if he fails so to do... he 
shall ... be punished by a fine :.

Report of the Woods Hole Public Library 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


For several years the Trustees of the Woods Hole Public 
Library have been convinced that the present building is not 
large enough to provide adequate space for the increasing 
numbers of books and readers. They have, therefore, decided 
to erect an addition which will double the floor area. A com- 
mittee, of which Dr. J. P. Warbasse is Chairman, drew up pre- 
liminary plans and these have been used in the preparation 
of the final plans by the architect, Mr. Ernest A. Sterling. A 
campaign to raise the necessary funds will soon be under way. 


Mr. George A. Griffin, who served for many terms as 
President of the Trustees of the Library, resigned and Dr. Al- 
fred Redfield was chosen to replace him. Mr. Griffin was 
elected as Trustee. Mrs. Sidney Peck, the Librarian for many 
years, resigned and Mrs. Milton Gray was appointed to that 
position. 


During the past year nearly 10,000 books were taken out, 
a great increase over previous seasons.

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Report of the Water Commissioners 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


We respectfully submit herewith our report on the 
activities of the Water Department for the year 1950. 


The year was again outstanding, particularly in the line 
of new house connections and in Minor Extensions to reach 
new developments. In the pumping and distribution branches, 
there was a normal increase, but the amount of water pumped 
was less than in 1949 due to there being a shorter dry season 
than previously. 


Construction of new extensions included four of major im- 
portance. These included mains for the Marine Biological 
Laboratory in the Devils Lane Tract, a main through Allen 
Avenue from Fairview to Clinton, a short extension of the 
mains and a loop into the existing mains in By-Water Court. 
All of these were laid under the 9% guaranty by-law. 


The fourth major project was the laying of a 6-inch line 
through Allen Avenue and Fairview Avenue to replace the 
small inadequate 2-inch line. 


Extension Of Mains: 


The work of digging and laying the main extensions 
was advertised for public bid and the contract was awarded 
to Turner and Breivogel, the lowest bidder. Included in the 
contract for work were certain minor extensions consisting 
of pipe sizes from 1l-inch to 8-inch. Some of this work was 
done wholly by the contractor, and some partly by our own 
force with the contractor doing the digging and back filling. 
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In 1949 we had great difficulty in maintaining a supply 
with adequate pressures in North Falmouth. This was due 
to an unusually dry season and also to the fact that the 
mains were not adequate to carry the water. That is, they 
were relatively small in size, but to add to this they were 
heavily incrusted with rust tubercles which impeded the flow 
and increased the friction loss of head. This year we had the 
mains cleared by the National Water Main Cleaning Co., 
at a cost of 8 cents a foot. The cleaning process will last 
about three years before it has to be repeated. The best 
solution would be to line the pipes with cement in place. 
This is, however, quite expensive, and in considering a choice 
of the two methods of correcting the trouble we have to 
compare the annual cost of cleaning with the fixed annual 
charges of the lining process as distributed over a number 
of years. 


Studies of the needs of North Falmouth were made in 
1949 and the possibility of a new standpipe was considered. 
We feel that this can be postponed for a few years and that 
the improvement of our pumping situation should come first. 


A method of improving the North Falmouth situation 
which will accomplish the most good is to extend the mains 
from their present terminus in West Falmouth on the shore 
road at the Sea-crest Hotel, northerly to a junction with 
the line on Wild Harbor Road, or to Crystal Spring Avenue, 
and thence westerly to a junction with the existing line on 
Laura Street. This will not only provide a new supply line to 
North Falmouth, but will greatly improve the supply and 
pressure to Silver Beach which is now a dead end. 


As voted by the Town in 1949 we engaged Metcalf and 
Eddy, our consulting engineers, to make a study of the means 
of supplying water in Hatchville and the Coonamessett sec- 
tion, and on the improvement of the supply in North Fal- 
mouth. Reference has been made to the latter part of this 
report in the preceeding paragraph. In respect to the situa- 
tion in the northeasterly part of Falmouth, it was found that 
it would cost between $180,000.00 and $240,000.00 to connect 
this section with the existing system. As an alternative to 
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this arrangement, a separate system would cost between 
$88,000.00 and $148,000.00, depending on the area covered. 
Metcalf and Eddy therefore state “it seems unlikely that 
the time has arrived to justify a full municipal system in the 
Hatchville and nearby areas.” 


New High School: 


Extensions voted at Town Meeting but not carried out 
as yet include the new supply for the High School off Lake- 
view Avenue, to which was added an enlarged new main 
throughout the length of Lakeview Avenue to Gifford Street. 
Most of the existing line is only 4” in diameter, is unlined 
pipe, and has been in for 30 years. A temporary line of small 
steel pipe has been laid into the school for construction pur- 
poses. The pipe has been ordered for the main lines which 
it is expected will be laid in the early spring. 


Minor Extensions: 


There were numerous requests for these, and more were 
asked for than we could handle. The result was that several 
owners put them in at their own expense but under our sup- 
ervision, with the expectation that they might be taken over 
in 1951. 


Service Connections: 


More new service connections were installed this year 
than in any year since the water system was put in. The 
total for the year was 325. The nearest approach to this 
in the past was in 1927 when the total number of services in- 
stalled was 239. Included in the latter were 112 new services, 
all in one locality, Silver Beach, resulting from the extension 
of the mains to that colony. The cost of the service installa- 
tions this year also, of course, exceeded our estimate. The 
cost was $18,049.00 against an estimated amount of $14,900.00. 
We were reimbursed in the amount of $8,941.80 for these 
services, while the balance has to be taken out of our total 
budget. This item of service connections is a “must” in our 
work, because we could not refuse to connect a house with 
water when the water mains are in the street. 
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Hydrants: 


We were obliged to postpone the work of placing stop- 
gates on some of our hydrants because of the great demands 
for house services and minor extensions, which took the 
greater part of the time of our maintenance crew. We in- 
stalled 11 new hydrants altogether, including those on new 
extensions. One at the corner of Grand Avenues West and 
South replaced the hydrant removed from that location 
some years ago. The main connections were in, so that it was 
only necessary to furnish and connect the hydrant itself. A 
steamer hydrant was placed near the Tower Hotel replacing 
a smaller one. Hight hydrants were broken off by automobiles 
during the year. In every case prompt repairs were made thus 
preventing a great loss of water. 


Pumping Facilities: 


The demands on our pumping stations were less than 
in 1949, and the Worthington engine was able to pump most of 
the water needed quite satisfactorily without any large ex- 
penditures for repairs. We have realized for some time that 
this engine had come to the point where more and more re- 
pairs would be needed. Bearings and pistons had become worn 
after 23 years almost constant operation, and a major over- 
haul was in prospect. This type of engine is not made now 
so that repair parts have to be made up special. This in nor- 
mal times takes two or three months to get parts, and with 
defense program in operation, we might not be able to get 
parts at all. We had a study made of our pumping needs in 
1948, this resulted in recommendations for several alternate 
propositions. We felt that this year the time had come to 
take definite steps to improve our facilities, so in the late fall 
we called Metcalf and Eddy in to go over the study, and 
asked for their recommendations based on the conditions as 
now existing. We all agreed that a start should be made im- 
mediately on plans for a new pump. After considering all 
types of pumping units, and from all angles of cost and 
source of power, including reliability of service and possibility 
of power failures, we recommended, and our consulting engi- 
neers Metcalf and Eddy agreed with us on the change from 
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steam to electric operation for our main pumping unit. Plans 
and specifications are now being prepared to accomplish this 
end. It is doubtful if the change can be made before next 
fall, so we are making all plans to operate this summer with 
the steam unit, supplemented as usual by the gas-engine 
driven centrifugals and our Waquoit well-field units. 


The general level of Long Pond is low compared with 
previous years, but there is nothing alarming in this, as there 
is an ample supply of available water, and the level of the 
pond would have to drop several feet to be near the depth 
of our intake. In general the condition of our supply is much 
more favorable than in the majority of places in the New 
England area. 


Our Wagquoit Station was used for only short periods 
this year, it not being required. Extensive repairs were made 
in the well-field by having most of the driven wells pulled 
and cleaned. They were installed in 1942 and had required 
no repairs up to this time. Of the 40 wells, 26 were pulled 
and cleaned. These alone will yield about 300 gallons per 
minute which was all that we were previously obtaining from 
the whole field. From 5 to 10 gallons a minute can be drawn 
from the other wells so we are assured of an available yield 
of 400 gallons a minute from this source. This station is 
considered a great asset, because it is capable alone of sup- 
plying the whole domestic needs of the eastern part of Town 
from Maravista Avenue and Route 28 easterly, and in an 
emergency such as failure of our main pumps it could be of 
considerable assistance in supplying parts of the Village and 
Falmouth Heights. A portable pump drawing water from 
Long Pond could supply the rest of the Town temporarily, 
under rigid restrictions. 


Quality Of Water: 


The usual tests and examination of the water have been 
made by the State Board of Health and by Metcalf and 
Eddy in their water analysis laboratory. As before no pollu- 
tion has been found, and the water has at all times been 
declared safe for drinking purposes. We have had occasional 
instances of red-water troubles as usual. On the whole they 
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have, however, been less numerous and of shorter duration 
than in some other years. Where the trouble has resulted 
from cleaning operations, it has been found that the best 
procedure is to allow the flow to return to normal by not 
opening bleeders or hydrants which just prolong the con- 
dition. This applies also on main lines when there has been 
an unusually heavy draught from hydrants used for fires or 
where they have been broken off. On dead ends it sometimes 
is necessary to blow off. 


Water Treatment: 


This has been continued as before, by the addition of 
small quantities of milk lime to overcome the acidity, and 
by the addition of very small amounts of chlorine to sterilize 
any stray harmful bacteria in the remote event that some 
should get into Long Pond. The State Board of Health recom- 
mends this, and our system is so set up that the dosage 
can be rapidly stepped up if there is any suspicion of pollu- 
tion of the supply. 


Maintenance Work: 


This includes semi-annual inspection and checking of 
fire-hydrants to make sure they are ready for instant use, 
and properly protected against freezing in winter, as well as 
the usual repairs to gate-valves, etc. 


During the year we purchased a pipe-cleaning outfit for 
use on small pipe of 2” diameter and less. This was used on 
several small lines and has restored the original capacity of 
the pipes and thus deferred the need of replacing them for 
several years. 


Meter reading, repairing and checking meters is carried 
on regularly. We call in some 600 summer meters for storage 
and safekeeping each winter. This allows us to make neces- 
sary repairs and to get readings that would not be obtainable 
until spring. 


There is someone in attendance at our shop every week 
day and on holidays in the summer season. As we are fre- 
quently called out at night or on Sundays for emergency duty 
on account of leaks or broken hydrants, our maintenance 
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crew is on call and some can always be reached on short no- 
tice. Breaking of hydrants usually happens at night and this 
calls for immediate repair regardless of weather or time. 


Records of pipe lines and stop-gates are made when the 
work is being done. All of our men are trained to make the 
necessary “ties” showing location, before the work is covered 
up. These records are kept in duplicate at the shop and office 
so as to be available in emergency at all hours. 


Equipment: 


Our rolling stock has been Kept in running order though 
at constantly increasing expense. Two trucks which are in 
constant daily use are 5 years old, as is also the Superintend- 
ent’s car. The others are 4 years old and have been over 
60,000. miles each. The bill for auto maintenance exclusive of 
gas and oil was somewhat higher than in 1949. We feel that 
for the very essential work of maintaining the domestic 
and fire supply of water, as well as the work of installing new 
pipes and house connections, we should be equipped with 
modern and adequate rolling stock. Our budget will provide 
for this by replacing at least one of our trucks. 


Standpipes: 


A relatively small amount of repair work was required 
on the standpipes this year. The top of the Woods Hole Steel 
tank and the cover plate between the concrete and the tank 
proper was gone over, and bolts replaced where necessary. 
Quissett tank is now showing the need of paint so we will 
have to do this over in 1951. Waquoit, which has not been 
painted on the outside since it was built in 1945, will require 
two coats of paint. Allowance has been made for this work 
in the budget. 


Long Pond Watershed: 


As voted in the last Town Meeting an area 500 feet in 
width, bordering Long Pond was taken over by the Water 
Department after consultation with the Park Department as 
to the lines. Lines satisfactory to both departments were 
staked out and a plan made. 
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The status of the S. W. Lawrence parcel north of Good- 
will Park is as before. It is expected that definite arrange- 
ments will be made at the next Town Meeting for the Town 
to acquire a 500 foot strip to be turned over to the Water 
Department. 


Financial: 


Receipts for the year were almost up to those for 1949, 
which was a very unusual year because of the drought. The 
receipts for water fell off from $100,412.49 to $96,885.57, but 
the larger number of new services brought up the total 
revenue. Receipts for these were $8,941.80 as against $6,255.24 
for 1949. Our expense for service material and for meters 
was much increased because of increased number, higher 
cost of material, and the fact that many services installed 
in 1949 were not provided with meters due to inability to ob- 
tain them. We, therefore, bought and installed them this 
vear. We paid all the maturing notes and interest on the 
same this year, a total of $11,379.00. In 1949 all except $4,000.00 
“was paid from general Town funds. 


It has been difficult to adhere to the estimates used in 
making up the 1950 budget because of the unusual demand 
for services and minor extensions. For instance, we are al- 
lowed a certain overall amount for maintenance. This amount 
is made up of a great many small items which at best in a 
utility can only be estimates. The cost of services was 
$3,149.00 over the estimate. This had to be expended, there 
was no choice so it was inevitable that it must be taken from 
some other items in the budget. Thus for example there 
was less spent on Waquoit Pumping Station and less for 
Standpipe Repairs than estimated. All of these were neces- 
sary things, but something had to be left out so as not to ex- 
ceed the appropriation. 


Organization: 


At the annual Town Meeting in February George R. Thay- 
er was re-elected for the three year term. The Board has 
consisted this year of George R. Thayer, Ormond C. Ellery 
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and Joseph R. Hall. It was reorganized with Mr. Thayer as 
Chairman and Mr. Hall as Secretary. The operating staff 
continued essentially the same as before with George A. Grif- 
fin continuing as Superintendent and Engineer, in charge of 
office and outside work. 


Our regular maintenance crew has remained the same, 
but we have made use of more temporary help than in previ- 
ous years. We believe the organization is at a high state of 
efficiency, and we wish to express to the personnel our ap- 
preciation for the part each one has played in the depart- 
ment’s work. 


Recommendation: 


There are several articles in the forthcoming warrant 
calling for extensions of the mains, some of which have been 
carried over from the previous year. At the time of this re- 
port we have not been informed in detail of the new exten- 
sions asked for: We realize that many requests for exten- 
sions are very worthy, and if the Town continues to grow 
as it has in the last few years provisions must be made to 
supply new developments with water. We do, however, urge 
the voters to have in mind the financial situation of the de- 
partment and to vote only for those extensions which are ur- 
gent and will bring an adequate return to the Town. 


The following is the report of the Engineer of the Pump- 
ing Station and certain financial data and statistics relative 
to the water works.

I herewith submit my report for the year 1950. 


Long Pond which during the past fall reached its lowest 
level in twenty years, has started to fill up slowly, and at this 
time shows a height of 54%” on the gauge. This is 6” lower 
than a year ago. 


Engine Room: 


The Worthington steam pump has been in operation 
every day the past year, and is in fair condition. 


No major repairs have been made, and the pump will no 
doubt continue to run for some time. 


Both gas engines are to be overhauled this winter. 


The recording instruments on the standpipes are working 
well and have given practically no trouble during the year. 


Boiler Room: 


The boilers and appliances are in good condition. The 
non-return valve on one has been repaired at the factory and 
is now back in place. 


Some repairs to the brickwork in both furnaces will have 
to be made soon. 


Living Quarters: 


The ceilings in this part of the plant have been whitened, 
also woodwork and floors painted.

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Report of the Board of Public Welfare 


To the Citizens and Property Owners 
of the Town of Falmouth: 


A gross expenditure of $60,029.40 was made during 1950, 
for General Relief. From this amount, $12,276.84 was de- 
ducted making a net cost of $47,752.56 to the Town of Fal- 
mouth. The $12,276.84 having been made for outside aid 
chargeable to other cities, towns and state. In addition to 
the above expenditure, we have received various bills in the 
amount of $641.36 contracted in 1950 which will be presented 
at the annual town meeting requesting an appropriation cov- 
ering such amounts and the proper authority to be paid by 
this department. 


We have aided, during the year under General Relief, as 
a monthly average, 78 cases consisting of 190 persons at an 
average monthly cost of $26.39 per person. 


A gross expenditure of $63,523.58 was made for Aid to De- 
pendent Children. Reimbursements from the Federal Gov- 
ernment and State amount to $43,128.64 leaving a net cost of 
$20,394.94 to the town. In accordance with requirements of 
the department of Aid to Dependent Children, all medical, 
dental and surgical needs of the children and mothers have 
been provided for. 


A gross expenditure of $6,932.55 has been expended for 
the maintenance of the Falmouth Infirmary. The sum of 
$870.45 has been received from individuals and outside aid 
from the state, leaving a net cost of $6,062.10. 
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We gratefully acknowledge the many contributions of 
useable clothing and shoes which have been received during 
the year. 


The Nursing Association, the school nurse and the agent 
of the Massachusetts Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Children have rendered valuable assistance to this depart- 
ment which we greatly appreciate.

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Report of the Special Sewerage Committee 


To the Citizens and Property Owners 
of the Town of Falmouth: 


The Woods Hole Sewerage System was accepted on May 
10, 1950, by Haley & Ward, consulting engineers, after the 
sewer in East Street was replaced by one of cast iron. The 
ejector station is now in operation. The first connection was 
made on School Street, connecting a house owned by Mr. Sid- 
ney W. Lawrence. Connections are now in process of com- 
pletion to serve the Oceanographic Institute and the Marine 
Biological Laboratories and their various buildings. 


At a special town meeting held on Dec. 5, 1950, a plan to 
finance the cost of the system was adopted whereby, 55% of 
the cost be borne and paid by the Town of Falmouth and 
that 45% be borne and paid by the owners of the land within 
the territory served, and that the 45% portion of the cost be 
divided by assessing on the basis of $2.50 on the frontage of 
such land on any way, in which a sewer is constructed, plus 
a use charge of 50% of the annual water bill assessed by the 
Water Department of the Town of Falmouth on such prop- 
erty. If land abuts upon more than one way, the assessment 
shall apply on one such way and the other way shall be sub- 
ject to an exemption of not less than 60 feet.

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Report on the Study of Sewerage for Falmouth 


To the Property Owner and Voters 
of the Town of Falmouth: 


The following report prepared by Haley & Ward, consult- 
ing engineers, is the result of a vote passed at the annual 
Town Meeting held in February 1950. 


In 1931 a complete study was made of the Falmouth sew- 
erage problem, particularly concerning main street, by the 
late Frank A. Barbour, consulting engineer, with whom Mr. 
Haley was then associated. Mr. Haley did much of the de- 
tailed work in making the original survey. A copy of the 
original report with drawings is still available. 


We recommend that in considering a Sewerage System 
for the village of Falmouth serious consideration should be 
given to the original plan which provided for the basic frame- 
work of a system, that made it possible to extend, taking in a 
large area of the town which could be served by gravity flow, 
thus avoiding the expense of additional pumping stations 
which would be necessary in the event that the initial instal- 
lation was primarily designed to serve main street. 


As a matter of information, to illustrate the changing 
conditions as reflected in estimated costs, we are inserting 
the following comparative estimates for the two alternate 
systems suggested for the village of Falmouth. 


* Main Street “Scheme 3” 
(1931)—$88,894.00 (1951)—$238,500.00 
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Basic System Served by Gravity Flow 
(1930)—$150,894.00 (1946)—$312,800.00 (1951)—$440,000.00

Gentlemen: 


This report reviews and brings up to date in point of esti- 
mated cost, a plan for providing sewerage for Falmouth Vil- 
lage based upon disposal by treatment works at an inland site. 


Under date of November 21, 1946, the late Frank A. Bar- 
bour concluded that the first construction program should in- 
clude the sewering of the central business area and the con- 
struction of a main sewer to carry the sewage by gravity to a 
natural point of collection, which would be along the water- 
front at Inner Harbor. 


Disposal by discharge offshore being banned by vote of 
the Town, it will be necessary to construct a pumping station 
and force main to lift the sewage to inland treatment works 
and the site selected in 1930 at the old race track is still avail- 
able and provides isolation and soil conditions which will 
absorb the treated sewage without surface overflow, this be- 
ing an important factor where no free flowing stream is avail- 
able. 


In our opinion, the best interests of the Town of Falmouth 
would be served by the construction of sewers in the business 
district, together with the necessary main sewer, pumping 
station, force main and treatment works to provide the back- 
bone of any future development of sewerage work for the 
Village District, and we recommend for your consideration 
the construction of such main sewerage works including 12,000 
feet of 8-inch, 10-inch, 12-inch and 15-inch sewers, pumping 
Station, force main and treatment works for $440,000.00 based 
on anticipated 1951 unit prices. 


Considerable discussion has taken place from time to 
time, on account of the relatively high cost of the work re- 
quired to provide the backbone of a system of sewers for the 
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Village District and several schemes for limiting the sewer 
construction to the Main Street area have been proposed. 
One such scheme, reported on in detail in 1931 provided for 
a sewer in Main Street from Palmer Avenue to east of King 
Street and a sewer to the Robbins Laundry. With a pumping 
station located in the rear of the Town Hall and a force main 
to the old race track site, together with treatment works made 
up of settling tank and appurtenances and two acres of sand 
filters, the estimated 1951 construction cost would be $240.000. 


As previously stated, it is our opinion that the best in- 
terests of the Town of Falmouth would be served by the con- 
struction in the first instance of the framework of a system 
which would provide sewerage for the business area of Fal- 
mouth Village and which could be thereafter added to as oc- 
casion demanded without abandonment of any work previ- 
ously constructed and we recommend, that if the time has 
arrived when sewers are needed in Falmouth Village, that 
consideration be given to the construction of that part of the 
complete system herein described. 


For your information, cast iron pipe is still available for 
delivery in about six to eight months. Pumping equipment 
is on about the same delivery schedule, but clay sewer pipe 
and construction materials required for the proposed treat- 
ment works are not yet in short supply.

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Report of Claims and Suits 


Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Dear Sirs: 


The following report will show the status as to Claims 
and Suits disposed of during the calendar year 1950 and of 
the Claims and Suits which are now pending against the 
Town of Falmouth and also those cases which have been 
brought on behalf of the Town of Falmouth or its officers and 
have been disposed of or are now pending. 


A. Cases Disposed of in 1950. 


1. City of Boston vs. Town of Falmouth (Suffolk Super- 
ior Court No. 415714) 


This was an old case brought in the Suffolk County Super- 
ior Court in June, 1947 in which the City of Boston sought to 
recover $120.00, plus interest and costs, for aid furnished in 
1943 and 1944 by the City of Boston to three different parties 
alleged to have Falmouth settlements. After conferences with 
the representatives of the Law Department of the City of Bos- 
ton the case was settled on April 6, 1950 by the payment of 
$93.00 which meant that a certain portion of the claim was 
withdrawn as not being well founded and thus this case was 
disposed of at that time. 


2. City of Boston vs. Town of Falmouth (Suffolk Super- 
ior Court No. 443894) 


On March 29, 1950 a case was brought in the Suffolk Coun- 
ty Superior Court by the City of Boston against the Town of 
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Falmouth based on a claim of $299.00, plus interest and costs, 
for aid claimed to have been rendered in 1946 and 1948 to per- 
sons having legal settlements in Falmouth. This claim was 
disputed on the ground that the major portion of the aid fur- 
nished was not to persons for whom the Town of Falmouth 
was responsible. After conferences the case was settled in 
June, 1950 by the payment of $114.00 plus $10.00 costs, a total 
of $124.00 thus disposing of this case. 


With reference to these two cases it might be said that 
the City of Boston seems to have a habit of permitting claims 
of this character to remain unattended to until they are about 
to lose their claims under the Statute of Limitations and then 
in order to keep their claims alive they bring these suits on 
claims of this character which could, if promptly attended to, 
have been adjusted and settled without the necessity of law 
suits. 


3. Tanglewood Hotels, Inc. vs. Board of Assessors of Fal- 
mouth (Appellate Tax Board No. X-81930) 


Petitioner in this case had claimed that there was an ex-° 
cessive tax assessment on 431.7 acres of land, a substantial 
portion of the former Beebe property located West of the Fal- 
mouth Railroad Station. The case was on the list of cases 
for hearing on September 18, 1950. It was voluntarily with- 
drawn without any trial or any hearing or any further con- 
cessions mostly because the Falmouth Board of Assessors had 
advised the applicant that in view of the fact that they al- 
ready had a recent reduction in their assessment which they 
had accepted the present case appeared unwarranted. The 
case was disposed of by their voluntary withdrawal of it. 


4. Preston E. Corey et al vs. Board of Assessors of Fal- 
mouth (Appellate Tax Board No. X-81709) 


The Petitioners claimed that a lot of vacant land assessed 
at $800.00 was over-valued to the extent of $500.00. The case 
was on the trial list of September 18, 1950 at which time it 
was voluntarily withdrawn and thus disposed of without any 
trial or hearing thereon. 
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5. Harold C. Randall, Building Inspector, vs. Sidney W. 
Lawrence (Barnstable Superior Court No. 21074) 


This was the Equity proceeding commenced in April, 1949 
to restrain the further excavation of gravel and commercial 
'use of property of the defendant located near Long Pond. 
The final Decree provided in substance that no excavation or 
commercial use shall be made of the land within that portion 
of the land involved within a line 500 feet Northerly from 
the shore of Long Pond, this being in accordance with the 
vote of the Town. 


6. Harold C. Randall, Building Inspector, vs. A. Miriam 
Scannell (Barnstable Superior Court No. 21059) 


This case which involved maintenance of a 2-way radio 
antenna on property in Quissett had been practically com- 
pleted in 1949. A Final Decree was entered in 1950, the 2-way 
radio antenna complained of having been removed. No fur- 
ther action was necessary. 


7. Janet P. Harrison, Petitioner, vs. the Falmouth Board 
of Appeals, and Harold C. Randall, Building Inspector, 
and Ethel M. Robichaud (Barnstable Superior Court 
No. 21448 Equity) | 


The Petitioner as owner of a certain parcel of land at #62 
Walker Street instituted these proceedings in the Barnstable 
Superior Court claiming in substance that the permit which 
had been issued for the construction of a small building as an 
accessory building on the property of the respondent Robi- 
chaud was invalid. Appearances and answers were filed on 
behalf of all the defendants and the case was given some pre- 
liminary hearings before Judge Brogna at the Barnstable 
Superior Court. 


Finally as a result of negotiations between counsel repre- 
senting the various parties, it was agreed that the building 
should be removed from its location to a point 65 feet back 
from the easterly line of Walker Street and not less than 10 
feet from the common boundary line between the two owners. 
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A Final Decree to that effect was entered on November 1, 1950 
at a hearing before Judge Brogna since which time the build- 
ing has been removed in compliance with the Decree. 


B. Cases Pending Against the Town or Town Boards 


1. Alfred E. Direng et al vs. Board of Assessors of Fal- 
mouth (Appellate Tax Board No. X-85541) 


The Petitioners have a 5-room summer cottage located on 
Lot 75, Section K, Seacoast Shores on which the Board of As- 
sessors have placed an assessment value of $3,500.00. Their 
claim is that the fair cash value of the property is $2,500.00. 
The case is pending before the Appellate Tax Board and pre- 
sumably will be reached for trial during the current year. 


2. William P. Wilson et al vs. Board of Assessors of Fal- 
mouth (Appellate Tax Board No. X-85587) 


The Petitioners are the owners of what they describe as 
an unfinished summer cottage located on Lot 16, Yacht Club 
Section, Seacoast Shores. This property in 1950 was assessed 
by the Board of Assessors at $2,800.00. The Petitioners claim 
that its fair cash value at the time was $2,000.00. This case 
presumably will be heard by the Appellate Tax Board during 
this year. 


3. Edwin F. Hannon et ux vs. Board of Assessors of Fal- 
mouth (Appellate Tax Board No. X-85666) 


The Petitioners are the owners of a one-family house and 
garage and a lot of land located on Nye Road at Megansett 
which at the time of purchase by petitioners was assessed to 
the former owners by the name of Harry W. Litchfield et ux. 
The 1950 assessed valuation placed on it by the Assessors of 
Falmouth was $11,800.00. The Petitioners claim that the then 
fair cash value of this property was $7,000.00. Presumably 
this case also will be heard during 1951. 


C. Other Pending Cases 
1. James F. Connelly vs. the Inhabitants of the Town of 
Falmouth (Barnstable Superior Court No. 4621) 
This is the same action that has been pending in the 
Barnstable Superior Court since May, 1947. It is an action of 
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contract in which the plaintiff is suing the Town of Falmouth 
for alleged damages of $12,000.00, and is on the list of cases 
for jury trial. The plaintiff claims that the work of rebuild- 
ing the Great Pond Bridge and the highway adjoining peti- 
tioner’s premises was so improperly or negligently done as to 
cause him great damages. The State Department of Public 
Works had supervision and control through their engineers 
of this construction work. 


At the various sessions of the Court each October and 
each April since the action was brought the Town has been 
ready to proceed with the case but for one reason or another 
counsel for the plaintiff always delayed or avoided trial. Par- 
ticularly was this true in October, 1950 at which time wit- 
nesses for the Town were in readiness and counsel for the 
Town urged trial of the case but was unable to obtain actual 
trial. The case will be on the trial list again in April, 1951. 


2. William J. McCann et ux vs. the Town of Falmouth 
(Barnstable Superior Court No. 21523) 


This is a petition for the assessment by a jury of land 
damages and other damages resulting from the taking of land 
by the Town of Falmouth. On March 23, 1950, pursuant to the 
vote of the town meeting, the Board of Selectmen made a tak- 
ing for bathing beach purposes at Falmouth Heights of a par- 
cel of land located between Grand Avenue and the waters of 
Vineyard Sound. The land taken had a frontage of 133.30 
feet on Grand Avenue and about 111 feet at low water line on 
Vineyard Sound and consisted of 3000 more or less square feet 
of beachland and 8240 more or less square feet of upland. In- 
cluded in the land taken was a concrete sea wall. Owners 
claim that the damages awarded them are inadequate for the 
value of the land taken and they also claim that the damages 
should be enhanced considerably because of the fact that a 
concrete sea wall had been constructed by them at consider- 
able expense and was included in the land taken. 


The case has not yet been on any trial list but is on the 
list of pending cases in the Clerk’s office of the Barnstable 
Superior Court. 
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3. Town of Falmouth (Water Department) vs. Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts (Barnstable Superior Court 
No. 21599) 


This action is brought for the purpose of obtaining reim- 
bursement from the Commonwealth of Massachusetts for ac- 
tion of the employees of the Commonwealth resulting in a 
break in the water mains of the Town of Faimouth and caus- 
ing damages not only to the water mains but also to the prop- 
erty of one of the adjoining owners. This claim is only in the 
sum of $137.41. It was necessary to bring this action in order 
to prevent the liability of the Commonwealth from lapsing. 
It is hoped that we will be able to make an adjustment with 
the Commonwealth either by procuring payment of the whole 
amount or the greater portion thereof. 


4. Arthur A. Monteiro et ux vs. William E. English, 
Charles R. Stowers and J. Edward Nickerson, as Board 
of Selectmen and Licensing Authority, Harold C. Ran- 
dall, Building Inspector, and Zack Roderick (Barn- 
stable Superior Court No. 21562) 


On October 9, 1950, the plaintifis, Arthur E. Monteiro and 
Beatrice E. Monteiro brought a suit by a Bill of Complaint in 
Equity against the three members of the Board of Selectmen 
of Falmouth, against the Building Inspector of Falmouth and 
against Zack Roderick of Falmouth. This action was not re- 
turnable until the first Monday of December. The Bill of Com- 
plaint makes many claims and among other things alleges 
that a permit or permits issued by the Building Inspector to 
Zack Roderick or the owner or owners of the premises before 
him to build and alter a structure on those premises should 
be adjudged void; also that the granting of the victualer’s 
license to operate a restaurant for the sale of all alcoholic 
beverages by the Board of Selectmen be declared void; that 
the operation of the restaurant and liquor business of Zack 
Roderick be declared a nuisance; that the Building Inspector 
among other things be permanently enjoined from granting 
further permits of a like nature to the respondent, Zack Rod- 
erick; that the Selectmen be ordered to revoke the restaurant 
license and the liquor license granted and that they be per- 
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manently enjoined from granting him or others taking title 
under him a license of that kind, it being alleged that the 
location remains in a single residence district; and that the 
respondent Zack Roderick be enjoined from further using the 
premises for restaurant purposes or for the sale of intoxicat- 
ing liquors or beverages of any nature. 


On behalf of the Board of Selectmen we prepared and 
filed a Demurrer and an Answer and likewise on behalf of 
the Building Inspector we prepared and filed a Demurrer and 
Answer. A Demurrer is a pleading which in substance sets 
forth that assuming and admitting all the allegations of the 
Bill of Complaint as true nevertheless there is no cause of 
action. There were Many reasons assigned in our Demurrers, 
for example, that this Equity proceeding was not a proper pro- 
ceeding under the facts and circumstances; that it did not 
comply with the legal requirements in many respects such as 
there being a misjoinder of parties, it being multifarious, it 
being verbose and argumentative and replete with immaterial, 
unnecessary and in some instances scandalous allegations; 
that the allegations were indefinite, vague and uncertain, etc. 


The counsel for the plaintiff in this action filed a motion 
and request for hearing; a motion for appointment of a 
master; two motions to strike out parts of the two Answers 
filed, one being the Answer of the Selectmen and the other 
being the Answer of the Building Inspector, and also marked 
the Demurrers for hearing. 


On January 17, 1951, a hearing was had at Boston before 
Judge Frank J. Murray of the Superior Court. The Demurrers 
were argued by counsel for the Town officials and by counsel 
for the plaintifis. A Brief which had been prepared by coun- 
sel for the Town was at the same time filed. Counsel for the 
plaintiffs at his request then made was allowed until Friday, 
January 19, to file his Brief. 


Incidentally the Motion for appointment of Master in- 
cludes the request that no member of the bar for Barnstable 
County who practices before Judge Paul M. Swift be so ap- 
pointed. Further action in this case depends upon the decision 
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of Judge Murray on the Demurrers and the Motions to Strike 
Out. Hearing on the Motion for a Master was deferred. 


The year 1950 has been one of unusual legal activity for 
the Town. The matters of zoning, variances, nuisances and 
all kinds of questions arose on which advice had to be given 
immediately or almost immediately. The continuance of the 
appropriation of $500.00 for settlement of Claims and Suits 
is recommended. Several claims were settled quickly and for 
moderate amounts again during 1950 from this appropriation 
and because this appropriation was available for such uses. 


TO SUMMARIZE:— 


: The status of the Town as to Court litigation is as fol- 
lows :— 


Three cases against the Town are pending in the Barn- 
stable Superior Court, i.e. Connelly vs. Town of Falmouth; 
McCann vs. Town of Falmouth; Monteiro et al vs. the Select- 
men and Building Inspector of Falmouth. 


Three tax appeal cases are pending before the Appellate 
Tax Board, i.e. Direng vs. Board of Assessors of Falmouth; 
Wilson vs. Board of Assessors of Falmouth; and Hannon vs. 
Board of Assessors of Falmouth. 


One case is pending in the Barnstable Superior Court 
brought on behalf of the Town against the Commonwealth. 


This is considerably more than the usual number of cases 
pending and forecasts a busy year of Court trials and hear- 
ings.

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Report of Falmouth Housing Authority 


On March 7, 1950 following the Town Election the Fal- 
mouth Housing Authority organized as follows: 


Chairman John P. Sylvia, Jr. 
Vice Chairman Frank E. Worcester 
Treasurer Delmar R. Jenkins 
Assistant Treasurer Alvan L. Nickerson 
Secretary Niles A. Peterson, Jr. 


Roland H. Choate was continued in office as Executive 
Director. 


Completion of Construction 


The construction of the 50 Cape Cod type houses of the 
Falmouth Housing Project continued during the winter and 
spring of 1950. Additional contracts were let for equipment 
and furnishings such as with the Westinghouse Electric Sup- 
ply Company for 25 refrigerators; with the Frigidaire Sales 
Corporation for 25 Frigidaire refrigerators; with the Har- 
rison Plumbing Supply Company of Boston for 50 Florence 
gas stoves; and for various other items such as equipment 
for bottled gas, electric meters, and other items. 


During the progress of the work and as occasions there- 
for arose, various decisions were made by the Architect and 
/or by the Falmouth Housing Authority for certain extra work 
or materials as seemed advisable or necessary. Extra work 
consisted of such matters as having the contractor supply 
wooden shutters for all window openings in all buildings in 
substitution of the false chimneys provided for by specifica- 
tions; painting the wooden shutters which in the opinion of 
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the Board added considerably to the appearance of the differ- 
ent houses and warranted the additional expense; installation 
of 18 doors for the utility rooms as recommended by the Build- 
ing Inspector; installation of catch basins and concrete pipe; 
providing additional fill to raise the grade in the rear of cer- 
tain house, etc. The total cost of the entire project (includ- 
ing the acquisition of the land) was thereby increased from 
the original financial contract with the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts of $534,000.00 to the final amount of $547,000.00. 
In view of the fact that it had become necessary to install 
a separate sewerage filter system in the area of the Falmouth 
Housing Authority, this additional cost, arising from the ex- 
tra work, changes and substitutions, was considered reason- 
able and was readily approved by the State Housing Board. 


Selection of Veterans as Tenants 


The many applications of veterans who desired to be- 
come tenants of these 50 houses were carefully investigated 
in all respects and at the meeting held on June 26, 1950 the 
members of the Falmouth Housing Authority allocated the 
entire 50 of these houses to 50 of the applicants. 


Occupancy of Houses 


On June 29, as of 4:30 p. m. the Falmouth Housing Au. 
thority accepted for occupany purposes the entire 50 houses 
constructed by the contractor, Francis C. Dolan & Son. The 
sewerage filter system installed by him was also then ac- 
cepted. Those veterans selected as tenants immediately com- 
menced to move in to these homes and by July 1st, 1950 al- 
most all of the houses were occupied. 


Dedication of Site 


Formal dedication exercises of the site of the Falmouth 
Housing Authority were held on July 1, 1950 at which time 
the site was officially opened by Governor Paul A. Dever who 
spoke briefly but with enthusiastic approval of the attractive 
types of the houses, the excellent site and the general favor- 
able appearance of the entire area and of the worthiness of 
this housing project as an aid to our veterans. Following the 
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dedication, all of those connected with this project and many 
others who were invited were the guests of Francis C. Dolan, 
the Contractor, at a dinner tendered by him to Governor 
Dever and his guests at the Surrey Room on Main Street, 
Falmouth. : 


Financial Arrangements 


The Contract for Financial Assistance with the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts was in the sum of $534,000.00. 


The first series of notes issued by the Falmouth Housing 
Authority to cover the development cost were in the sum of 
$515,000.00. These notes became due and payable. To pay 
these and the contracts, a second series of short term notes 
in the sum of $534,000.00 were prepared and duly advertised. 
The successful bidder was the Chase National Bank of New 
York in combination with C. J. Devine & Co. and Solomon 
Bros. & Hutzler, the interest rate bid being 96/100% with a 
premium of $4.00. Temporary notes of the Falmouth Hous- 
ing Authority were thereupon issued to cover the interval 
remaining until the financing could be taken care of by the 
issuance of the permanent bonds. 


After due advertising and approval on December 14, 1950, at 
Boston, bids were received and publicly opened for $547,000.00 
serial bonds of the Falmouth Housing Authority maturing 
from one to forty years from the date of their issue. The 
successful bidder was the First National Bank of Chicago and 
Associates, their bid being accepted on that same date. The 
rate of interest is 134%. There is a premium of $8,450.00. 
The bonds were duly prepared through The Second National 
Bank of Boston which had been selected as the Bonding Agent 
for the Falmouth Housing Authority. 


On December 13, the State of New York Banking Depart- 
ment had officially declared that these bonds were legal in- 
vestments for savings banks in New York State. 


The report came to the Falmouth Housing Authority that 
all these bonds were immediately disposed of following the 
award on December 14, 1950. 
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On January 16, 1951, 547 bonds of the Falmouth Housing 
Authority, each in the sum of $1,000.00, with coupons attached 
thereto, were signed by the Chairman, signed and attested by 
the Executive Director and sealed with the seal of the Fal- 
mouth Housing Authority 


As of January 1, 1951, the Falmouth Housing Authority 
is on its permanent 40-year basis; its bonds will mature year- 
ly for the next 40 years payable in annual amounts running 
from $10,000.00 for the first five years up to the last bond of 
$19,000.00 in 1991. All of these bonds are guaranteed as to 
payment by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 


Supervision of Houses 


Roland H. Choate who on November 1, 1949 had been 
chosen Executive Director was on June 19, 1950 put on the 
basis of an active Executive Director in charge of the main- 
tenance and the supervision of the houses and the site of 
the Falmouth Housing Authority. His duties consist not only 
in the upkeep of the houses and grounds and repairs and in- 
cidentals, but also in the execution of leases with the tenants, 
collection of their deposits and the monthly rentals and of 
other dues such as payments for electric lights, water rates, 
etc. These duties have kept him very active and in the 
opinion of the Falmouth Housing Authority he has performed 
them very satisfactorily. 


Conclusion 


Regular meetings of the Falmouth Housing Authority are 
required to be held on the first Tuesday of each month. A 
great many additional and special meetings have been held. 
On many occasions members of the Falmouth Housing Au- 
thority have had to attend meetings at the State Housing 
Board in Boston and meetings elsewhere. Also, of course, 
they have at all times kept in close touch with all the con- 
struction work going on at the site. It is a pleasure to re- 
port that at almost all of the meetings of the Falomuth Hous- 
ing Authority every member has been in attendance. Count- 
less hours of their time have been given to this public project 
by all members and without any compensation whatever. 
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The entire 50 houses are occupied. There is always a 
fairly large waiting list of veteran applicants for any vacan- 
cies which may occur. Incidentally, there have been some 
vacancies in this short period of time from July Ist, all of 
which have been promptly filled by new veteran tenants. 
Every citizen and voter of the Town should visit this site of 
the Falmouth Housing Authority, view the houses and even 
visit some of the houses and thereby see for himself what 
has been done by this State-Aided veterans housing project.

Report of Special Committee to Investigate 
the Exchange of a Portion of Goodwill Park 
for Land Bordering Long Pond. 


Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


This committee, consisting of the Planning Board, the 
Finance Board and the Park Board, was appointed under 
Article 96 of the 1849 Annual Town Meeting. The duty of the 
committee was to investigate the advisability of the Town 
exchanging a portion of the southeasterly corner of Goodwill 
Park for a parcel of land owned by Sidney W. Lawrence and 
bordering Long Pond as proposed by Frederick V. Lawrence, 
mec, 


The committee believed that it would be most advan- 
tageous for the Town to accept the offer made by Frederick 
V. Lawrence, Inc., if the exchange could be made without 
seriously destroying the beauty of Goodwill Park. The com- 
mittee was cognizant of the wishes of those who so generously 
gave their land that all the people in Falmouth might enjoy 
it and it was the feeling of the committee that nothing should 
be done that would permanently detract from this area. 


After careful examination of the site an area was estab- 
lished which the committee believed could be exchanged with- 
out seriously affecting the park land. However, in order to 
insure the protection of Goodwill Park, it was unanimously 
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voted to recommend that the Town offer this land to Fred- 
erick V. Lawrence, Inc. with the following restrictions: 


‘i 


The banks of the excavation shall at all times have 
a I:I slope during the progress of the work. 


The banks shall not extend beyond the limits desig- 
nated above and shall be left with a I:I slope when 
the excavation is completed. 

The area shall be rehabilitated when excavation is 
completed by covering the area with the topsoil strip- 
ped from the site and by seeding and planting. 


A monthly deposit by Frederick V. Lawrence, Inc. of 
one cent for each cubic yard of excavation removed 
shall be made in the Falmouth National Bank, said 
funds to be returned when rehabilitation is completed 
to the satisfaction of the Park Commissioners. 


At the completion of the excavation the land desig- 
nated as Parcel A shall be deeded back to the Town. 


This offer was submitted to and accepted by Frederick V. 
Lawrence, Inc. and an article has been inserted in the war- 
rant for the 1951 Annual Town Meeting recommending the 
exchange.

The Town Report Cover 


Brief History of Lawrence High School 


By Virginia Marshall, Class of 1952 


The history of the Lawrence High School apparently got its start 
in 1811 when the desire of the town to provide for teaching its children 
led to the building of the first school in Falmouth, 


The original building is today part of the building used by the 
American Legion as a headquarters. 


On March 7, 1835, the institution was incorporated as the Falmouth 
Academy with Mr. R. O. Gardner serving as the first principal. 


On January 17, 1842, the proprietors were notified of the death of 
Shubael Lawrence and the legacy left the Academy by him. The fol- 
lowing is a copy of the will of Shubael Lawrence: 


I give and bequeath to the corporation and the proprietors 
of the Falmouth Academy in Falmouth, ten thousand dollars in 
money to be paid the overseers of said Academy in trust and 
for the benefit of said Corporation and Proprietors, which shall 
be invested in some safe stock by said Overseers and always re- 
main a permanent fund for said Academy, the interest or income 
of which shall forever be applied annually to the payment of 
the salary for a teacher or preceptor for said Academy, pro- 
vided that the said Academy shall as soon after my decease as 
a change of name can be lawfully effected, be known and called 
the Lawrence Academy in Falmouth and not otherwise. 


This will written September 2, 1841, was witnessed by Robert A. 
Coffin, Davis Hatch, and Thomas Lewis. 


The legacy was gratefully accepted and steps were taken to petition 
the legislature to change the name of Falmouth Academy to Lawrence 
Academy; this the legislature promptly did and Lawrence Academy came 
into heing with Mr. Robert A. Coffin as the first principal. 


In 1891, the town purchased from the stockholders of Lawrence 
Academy for the sum of $3000.00 all the real estate of the Lawrence 
Academy and the school was renamed Lawrence High School. The grow- 
ing need for public education had made itself evident and Falmouth 
was now ready to offer the opportunity of free high school education to 
all deserving children of the town. It had acquired a building that was 
well equipped and that for many years had enjoyed an excellent repu- 
tation as an Academy. 
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Mr. Leland B. Lane was elected first principal of Lawrence High 
School in April 1891 with a salary of $1000.00 for thirty-six weeks. 


During the first year as a public school under Mr. Lane’s guidance 
there is every evidence that the enrollment increased and that public 
secondary education answered a real need in Falmouth. 


At the annual town meeting of 1894 the town voted to raise and 
appropriate $6000 for land and $20,000 for the new Lawrence High School 
building. The town continued spending money for the new high school 
through 1895 and 1896 by raising and appropriating $6,000 for furnish- 
ings and $1,500 for laboratory equipment. 


The new Lawrence High School was completed and opened for 
classes in 1895 for the first time with an enrollment of sixty-two pupils. 
The chief cause of the increased enrollment was the policy adopted by 
the town of free transportation for pupils from every section. 


The new school was considered to be an outstanding example of 
the ideal school. A picture of the school was published in several leading 
educational journals over the article on “Ideal School’ by Andrew Draper 
of the University of Illinois. A cut of the school was published in the 
“Youth’s Companion”, a periodical of this period published for boys and 
girls. 

The school was a two story building. The basement was laid out with 
toilet facilities for boys and girls, a girls’ coat room, a boys’ coat room, 
a room later used as a gymnasium and a room later used as a domestic 
science room. On the second floor were a large main room, four class- 
rooms, principal’s office and a small reception room. The third floor con- 
tained two classrooms, two small storage rooms, one of which is now 
in use as a classroom. 


During this first year the Lawrence High School Improvement So- 
ciety was formed and by its many activities money was raised to pur- 
chase a piano and works of art to decorate the building. This society 
continued active for many years and presented to the school many fine 
pictures and busts that today adorn the walls and corridors of Law- 

‘rence High School. 


The first school publication, “The Pioneer’, was written by the stu- 
dents of Lawrence High School and was published to encourage the art 
of literary expression among the student body. 


Mr. Fred C. Stewart was appointed to succeed Mr. Leland Lane as 
principal. During Mr. Stewart’s term as principal, athletics and physical 
education developed rapidly as evidenced by his request “to equip a 
gymnasium in the basement for noon time recreation”. 

Physical education became part of the regular school work in 1905 
when the Ling System of Swedish gymnastics was introduced, 

During the year 1908, Lawrence High School was approved by the 
State Board of Education and could now certify its graduates to the 
Normal Schools of the State. 
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The following year, Mr. George Howland became principal and 
Miss Helen Allen was added to the faculty as French teacher. Early in 
Mr. Howland’s term as principal, the school was examined by the College 
Entrance Examination Board and placed on the list of certificate schools 
for one year. The school was placed on this list until October 1, 1949, 
when the makeup of the College Entrance Board was changed so that 
the certification was done away with throughout the New England area. 
All students going to college are now required to take college entrance 
examinations. 

In 1910, a new heating and ventilating system was installed in the 
High School. This improved the facilities. This improvement did not, 
however, override the fact that there was not enough room to accom- 
modate the increased enrollment. 


In 1911, the town voted to build an addition to the present school, 
thus increasing the seating capacity from seventy to one hundred and 
thirty. The addition to the building provided two rooms for the com- 
mercial department on the second floor. 

The addition to the high school building provided a spacious well 
lighted recitation room on the second floor and a room in the basement 
“which can be used for manual training”. 

In 1913, we have a recommendation for an intermediate school to 
bridge the gap between the elementary school and the high school and 
to organize two or more courses with reference to the needs and apti- 
tudes of particular groups of children. Thus we see the first step toward 
the Junior High School organization that was to follow. 


The school year 1919-1920 opened with several important changes 
in school organization. 

The introduction of courses in Physical Education with a special 
director in charge were started in 1919. “This department should include 
medical inspection and the follow up work of the school nurse as well 
as gymnasium classes for the High School.” 


The second fundamental change was the organization of the Junior 
High School. Grades seven and eight were brought, together with grade 
nine (freshman year of high school), under one organization and ad- 
ministration with differentiated courses and departmental instruction. 
This type of school had become at this time well established in other 
parts of New England, but was new to Cape Cod. 

During the year 1921, the experiment of running a school lunch 
room was tried and proved very successful. This work was carried on 
in connection with the domestic science classes. 

In the School Report of 1923, Mr. Paul Dillingham made his first 
report as Superintendent of the Falmouth Schools. Mr. Dillingham is the 
present superintendent of schools. 

This was the first year of the Parent-Teachers’ Organization and 
a start also was made toward the institution of a Scholarship Fund to 


“« 
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furnish prizes for’ excellent work and to establish scholarships for use 
of graduates. 


The town voted in February, 1924, to appropriate the sum of 
$135,000.00 to build a new Junior High School Building and $1,500.00 to 
acquire the land adjoining the Lawrence High School building as a site 
for the proposed new school building. 


In 1936, Mr. Blynn Davis resigned as principal of Lawrence High 
School and Mr. Russell B. Marshall, principal of the Junior High School, 
was elected to the position, which he still holds. 


The vision of the planners of the local high school buildings has 
never been prophetic enough to supply a school which was not over- 
crowded within a few years and in 1940, Falmouth was again faced 
with the problem of providing adequate facilities. Over the ten year 
period of 1940 to 1950, the progress toward a new school was slow... Sites 
were selected and turned down and plans were submitted and rejected, 
committees were appointed for further study until finally the town meet- 
ing members in the February town meeting of 1950 voted $1,500,000.00 
and in Special Town Meeting of the same year, voted an additional 
$80,000.00 for six additional rooms to the original plans. On November 
21, 1950, Mr. Herbert Hunziker, as chairman of the School Building 
Needs Committee, took the first shovelfull of dirt to mark the beginning 
of construction of the largest modern six-year high school on Cape Cod. 
The drawing of the new Junior-Senior High School, by S. Wesley Haynes, 
architect, is the cover for the 1950 Annual Report of the town of Falmouth.

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Standing Votes of the Town of Falmouth 


The following have been adopted as standing votes of the Town of 
Falmouth. 


ARTICLE I. Town Meetings. 
Section 1. Long or complicated motions, and any other motions 
which he shall so request, shall be presented to the moderator in writing. 


Section 2. No vote involving the expenditure of any sum of money 
shall be reconsidered at the same meeting at which it is passed, unless 
public notice of the intention to move such reconsideration be given with- 
in thirty minutes of the passage of such vote. The town clerk shall note 
in writing the passage of such vote and also the time when the notice 
of reconsideration is given. 


ARTICLE II. Annual Town Report 


Section 1. The annual town report shail contain: 


(a) The reports of all town boards, officers and committees having 
the control or expenditure of the town’s money, including a list of all in- 
debtedness against their departments, which does not appear in their 
financial statement. 

(b) A report of all town meetings held during the year, including the 
articles of the warrant and the action of the meeting thereon. 

(c) Reports or abstracts of reports, of all special committees made at 
any meetings held during the year, together with any action taken at said 
meetings, including committee appointments and resolutions passed. 

(d) All by-laws, rules, regulations and standing votes in force cover- 
ing town meetings or relating to the town business. 


ARTICLE Ilf. Selectmen 


Section 1. The selectmen shall have a general oversight of all town 
affairs, whether conducted by special boards or not; and have the right 
to make any su&gestions for the better conduct of the department, board 
or committee, and if such recommendations are not heeded, they shall 
make a record of the same in the annual town report, that the town may 
take such action as seems best. 


Section 2. The Selectmen shall appoint suitable persons to the of- 
fices of surveyors of wood, surveyors of lumber, fire wards, public weigh- 
ers, fence viewers and field drivers. 
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Section 3. It shall be the duty of the selectmen to purchase for the 
several boards or committees, except water commissioners, oil, coal and 
fuel oil. The various boards and committees shall, on or before July 1 
in each year (or earlier if required by the selectmen) send in writing to 
the board of selectmen the estimated amount of oil, coal and fuel oil re- 
quired for the use of their respective departments or committees for one 
year. The selectmen shall, prior to the 15th of July in each year, adver- 
tise for bids to furnish the required amount of oil, coal and fuel oil, and 
shall award the contracts to the lowest responsible bidder. The contractor 
for oil, coal and fuel oil shall give bonds in an amount satisfactory to the 
selectmen (said bonds to be not less than one quarter of the total con- 
tract) for the faithful performance of his contract. 


Section 4. The selectmen shall include in their annual report to the 
town: 


(a) A general statement of the town’s affairs during the past year and 
recommendations of the selectmen for future requirements. 


(b) A report of all claims which are outstanding and all suits to 
which the town is a party, together with a full explanation of the cir- 
cumstances and the standing of each case at the time of the report. 


(c) A report of all streets laid out or constructed during the year, the 
length and width, cost of construction and amount of land damages in 
each instance. 


(d) A list of betterments assessed during the year. 
ARTICLE IV. Water Commissioners 


Section 1. The water commissioners are authorized and directed to 
make minor extensions of water mains when, in their judgment, such 
action would be for the interest of the town, the cost of such extensions 
to be paid from the funds in their hands, provided that not more than 
ten thousand dollars ($10,000) be expended on such extension in any 
one year. 


ARTICLE V. Highway Surveyor 


Section. 1. The highway surveyor shall have authority to award con- 
tracts for building new roads. 


ARTICLE VI. Transportation 


Section 1. No elected officer of the town of Falmouth shall receive 
any compensation for transportation within the limits ofthe town. 


Section 2. When any officer or member of any board, paid or un- 
paid, is called upon to go to any point outside the town of Falmouth on 
official business connected with the duties of his office, he shall be en- 
titled to receive pay on the following basis: If he travels by rail or by 
water, he shall be allowed the amount of his fare; if he travels by motor 
vehicle, he shall be allowed at the rate of five (5) cents per mile of travel. 
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Section 3. Where it is necessary to transport by automobile or truck 
any laborers employed by any department of the Town, (a) the expense 
incurred shall be charged in as “transportation of labor’; (b) all charges 
for transportation of labor shall be made on the basis of so much per 
hour or per day for the actual time consumed by the conveyance in trans- 
porting the labor; (c) all expenses for transportation of labor shall be 
charged against the appropriation for that particular work on which the 
transported laborers are employed. 


Section 4. Any automobile or truck employed by the town and 
carrying one or more laborers whose work is connected directly with the 
operation of the truck, or any apparatus or materials carried by the truck, 
shall be charged under “trucking” at so much per hour or day, and shall 
not be entitled to any additional charges for transportation of labor. 


ARTICLE VII. General 


Section 1. At any town meeting when special committees are ap- 
pointed or elected a vote shall be passed naming the compensation of the 
committee and also a sum of money for expenses of such committee, 
otherwise the selectmen shall not draw orders on the treasurer for either 
services or expenses. 


Section 2. All departments are authorized and empowered to con- 
sult counsel at any time in connection with their duties. 


Section 3. Funds belonging to the town in the hands of the tax col- 
lector shall only be withdrawn from the bank on orders countersigned 
by at least two of the selectmen. 


Section 4. Any persons indebted to the town for poll taxes or other- 
wise shall have such debt deducted before payment by the treasurer from 
any sum due him from the town for work on roads or for any other serv- 
ice performed. 


Section 5. On all town work, for the performance of which com- 
petitive bids are received, the award of the contract shall be to the lowest 
responsible bidder; preference always going to citizens, when other con- 
ditions of the situation are equal. 


Section 6. All bids for advertised contracts of the town shall be re- 
turnable at the selectmen’s office at a given time and shall be publicly 
opened and read by one of the selectmen at that time. 
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By-Laws of the Town of Falmouth 


The following constitute the by-laws of the Town of Falmouth, duly 
approved, (except the Zoning By-Law which is printed in a separate 
booklet.) 


FINANCE COMMITTEE 


Section 1. There shall be a finance committee, consisting of fifteen 
voters of the town, of whom five shall be elected for the term of one 
year, five for the term of two years, and five for the term of three years, 
and thereafter five be elected annually. They shall serve without com- 
pensation. The moderator shall at each meeting appoint a committee 
of three to retire and nominate the requisite number of voters, who shall 
if elected by the meeting, become members of the finance committee. 


Section 2. The finance committee shall choose one of their number 
as chairman, and likewise choose a clerk. Said committee may consider 
such questions with reference to the conduct of the town affairs as they 
may deem advisable, and may consult with any and all officers, boards, 
and committees of the town with reference to matters under their super- 
vision; they shall consider the various articles in the warrant for any 
annual or special meeting, called during their tenure of office, and shall 
make a report of their doings and recommendations to the town. 


Section 3. The finance committee may hold hearings if in their 
judgment it be expedient, but shall expend no money unless authorized 
by vote of the town. 


Section 4. Vacancies in said committees shall be filled in the same 
manner as in case of other committees or boards of the town. 


(Originally approved by the Attorney General, April 8, 1911.) (Ap- 
proved as amended by the Attorney General, March 10, 1916.) Revised 
in 1922. 


BY-LAW ESTABLISHING ANNUAL TOWN AUDIT 


There shall be an annual audit of the Town’s accounts under tine 
supervision of the Director of Accounts of the Department of Corp*r- 
ations and Taxation in accordance with the provisions of Section 535, 
Chapter 44, General Laws. 


(Approved by the Attorney General March 14, 1945)

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BY-LAW AS TO GUARANTE? OF WATER MAIN EXTENSIONS 


All future extensions of the whter mains, except such as in the opin- 
ion of the Water Commissioners are necessary to improve the system shall 
be under a guarantee of not less than nine percent annual income unless 
the town shall decide otherwise by a two-thirds vote at an annual meeting. 


(Approved by Attorney General, April 9th, 1925.) 


BY-LAW ESTABLISHING HOURS OF DUTY FOR FIREMEN 


1. The hours of duty of each regularly employed fireman shall be 
84 hours per week, except in the case of an emergency as hereinafter pro- 
vided, the hours of duty to be allocated as designated by the Chief of the 
Fire Department. 


2. Notwithstanding the foregoing provision the regularly employed 
firemen of the Town shall be subject to immediate recall to duty at any 
time on emergency signal of the Chief or Acting Chief of the Fire 
Department. 


(Approved by the Attorney General on April 16, 1948) 


FIRE PREVENTION BY-LAWS IN BUILDINGS 
Section 1. Chimneys. 


Par. 1. All chimneys hereafter built in any building, used for habi- 
tation, business, or for public assembly, shall be built of brick or other 
incombustible material, constructed from the ground up and not sup- 
ported or hung in any way by wood or other combustible material. 


Par. 2. All chimneys shall have a terra-cotta flue lining, unless the 
chimney walls are 8 inches or more in thickness and shall be carried up 
to at least 1 ft. above the highest point of the roof. 


Par. 3. No smoke pipe or metal flue shall pass through any wooden 
partition without a safety thimble of fire-proof material, the thickness 
of the partition. 


Section 2. Fire Stops. 


Par. 1. All buildings used for habitation, business or for public as- 
sembly hereafter erected, shall have fire stops in the material composed 
of some incombustible material, set with mortar in the following manner: 


(a) IN BRICK OR STONE BUILDINGS: the space between the fur- 
ring on the walls and between the studding of all partitions shall be filled 
solid,ind flush to a height of 1 inch above the floor partition in each story. 
Thefspace between such partitions of all floor joists as rest on partition 
heass shall also be filled to the same width as the studding above. 


- (») IN WOODEN BUILDINGS:the spaces between the studs of bear- 


‘ing partitions in the ist story, betwen the studs of each exterior wall in 
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the 1st story as carry the end of floor joists, shall severally be stopped by 
solid filling up to at least the level of the finished floor; also all the spaces 
between the floor joists directly above a bearing partition in whatever 
story constructed, shall be severally filled with such solid filling, in all 
cases, so as to effectively check any draft from one story, to another or 
from the horizontal spaces between the floor joists to the vertical spaces 
in the walls and partitions. 


(c) IN ALL BUILDINGS: the spaces between the strings of stairs and 
joists of landings, unless unceiled, shall be fire stopped to prevent passage 
of air. 


(d) THE SPACES AROUND CHIMNEYS OR OTHER FLUES: and 
other flues inside of studdings or furring, making an air duct, are to be 
thoroughly fire stopped with suitable incombustible material. 


Par. 2. This shall not apply to temporary buildings or other small 
buildings, not used for habitation, or which may be maintained during the 
course of the erection of a permanent structure. 


Section 6. Notification of Intent to Build, etc. 


Par. 1. Before the erection of any structure; or for any alteration or 
reconstruction, except ordinary repairs; the owner or builder shall notify 
the Building Inspector of the intent to build, reconstruct or alter. 


Par. 2. This shall not apply to small wooden buildings not to be used 
for the purpose of habitation, business or public assembly and not more 
than 10 ft. in length or breadth and 7 ft. in height. 


Section 7. Penalty. 


Par. 1. Whoever performs or causes to be performed any work or 
construction in violation of this By-Law or any part thereof shall be pun- 
ished by a fine of not more than $25 for each violation. 


Section 8. Authority of the Building Inspector. 


Par. 1. The Building Inspector, in the name of the town, may take 
such measures as the public safety requires, to carry this By-Law into 
effect. 


(Approved by the Attorney General on September 17, 1928.) 


BY-LAW ESTABLISHING ELECTRICAL ORDINANCE, 
TOWN OF FALMOUTH 


1. No person shall install wires, conduits, apparatus, fixtures, or 
other appliances for carrying or using electricity for light, heat, or power 
within, or connected to any building, without first notifying the Inspector 
of Wires, in writing, of the proposed installation. 


2. Whoever violates this By-Law, shall be subject to a fine, of not 
more than Twenty Dollars. * 


(Approved by the Attorney General April 16, 1948) 
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BY-LAWS AS TO TOWN MEETINGS AND CONDUCT OF 
TOWN MEETINGS 
BY-LAW AS TO NOTICES OF TOWN MEETINGS 


Notice of every Town Meeting shall be given by posting a copy of the 
warrant therefor in every postoffice in the Town, at least seven days be- 
fore the time appointed for such meeting.. Such further notice of any 
Town Meetings may be given as the Selectmen deem proper. 


(Approved by the Attorney General, November 3, 1939.) 


ARTICLE I. Town Meetings 


Section 1. The Annual Town Meeting shall be held on the first or 
second Tuesday after the first Wednesday in February but that portion 
of said meeting held for the election of town officers shall take place on 
the succeeding Tuesday. 


(Approved by the Attorney General, April 3, 1946.) 


Section 2. The selectmen shall cause to be published in the local 
newspaper at least seven days before any special town meetings the 
recommendations and estimates of all committees (except the finance 
committee) relating to the expenditure of money, upon which action is 
to be taken. 


Section 3. The articles shall be considered in the order in which they 
appear in the warrant. Articles calling for appropriations shall be 
grouped together in the warrant and those articles referred from previous 
town meetings shall take an early place in the warrant. 


Section 4. 


(a) The main body of the house shall be reserved for registered vot- 
ers, all others to use the gallery or seats on the platform. 


(b) If any one voter rises in his place and questions a ‘yea and nay” 
vote, without further discussion a hand vote shall be taken. 


(c) All articles shall be considered in the order in which they appear 
in the warrant. 


(Approved by the Attorney General, April 17, 1925.) 


BY-LAW AS TO JUNK COLLECTORS AND DEALERS 


Section 1. Every dealer in and keeper of a shop for the purchase, 
sale or barter of junk, old metals or second-hand articles in this town 
shall be licensed. 


Section 2. Every collector of junk, old metals and second-hand art- 
cles in this town shall be licensed. 


(Approved by the Attorney General, May 13, 1919.)

REGULATIONS GOVERNING HAWKERS AND PEDDLERS OF 
MEATS, BUTTER, CHEESE, FISH, AND FRESH 
FRUIT OR VEGETABLES 


Section 1. No person, unless duly licensed by the Director of Stand- 
ards of the Commonwealth, shall go from place to place in this town sell- 
ing or bartering, or carrying or exposing for sale or barter, any meats, 
butter, cheese, fish, or fresh fruit or vegetables, in or from any cart, wagon 
or other vehicle, or in any other manner, without a license therefor from 
the Board of Selectmen provided, however, that this section shall not ap- 
ply to any person who sells only fruits or vegetables obtained by his own 
labor or the labor of his family. 


Section 2. The Board of Selectmen shall have authority to grant such 
license to any person of good repute for morals and integrity who is, or 
has declared his intention to become, a citizen of the United States. Said 
licenses, unless sooner revoked by the Board of Selectmen, shall expire 
on the thirtieth day of April after the granting thereof, and each person 
so licensed shall pay therefor a fee of $5.00. 


Section 3. Every hawker and peddler licensed by the Board of Select- 
men shall be assigned a number and shall be provided by the Town Clerk 
with a badge which shall be conspicuously worn by him. No person shall 
be assigned a badge or number until he presents a certificate from the 
Sealer of Weights and Measures stating that all weighing and measuring 
devices intended to be used by such person have been duly inspected and 
sealed as required by law. Whoever neglects to wear such badge, or 
wears it without authority, shall be punished by the penalty provided in 
Section 6 of these regulations. 


Section 4. No person hawking, peddling or carrying or exposing any 
articles for sale shall cry his wares to the disturbance of the peace and 
comfort of the inhabitants of the town, or otherwise than in vehicles and 
receptacles which are neat and clean and do not leak. 


Section 5. Any license granted under these regulations or any regu- 
lation amendatory or additional thereto may be revoked by the Selectmen. 


Section 6. Whoever violates any provision of these regulations shall 
be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars for each offense. 


Section 7. Every vehicle or other receptacle used by a licensee as a 
conveyance for articles offered or exposed for sale by him shall have at- 
tached thereto on each side a number plate, to be furnished by the town 
with his license, bearing the number and date of expiration of such license. 


Section 8. No persons shall be registered or assigned a badge or 
number plate under the provision of Sections 3 and 5 of these by-laws 
until he presents a certificate from the Sealer of Weights and Measures 
stating that all weighing and measuring devices intended to be used by 
such person have been duly inspected and sealed as required by law. The 
use of or possession by such person with intent to use, any false or un- 
sealed weighing or measuring devices, shall be sufficient cause for the 
revocation of his license, or the cancellation of his registration. 
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Section 9. Nothing in these by-laws shall be construed as conflicting 
with any license issued under the authority of the Commonwealth. 


Section 10. Any license granted under these by-laws or any by-law 
amendatory or additional thereto, may be revoked by the (Board granting 
the same.) 


Section 11. Whoever violates any provision of these by-laws shall 
be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars for each offense. 


Section 12. All by-laws or parts of by-laws inconsistent herewith 
are hereby repealed.

BY-LAW AS TO TOWN CONTRACTS 


On all contracts for labor, materials, supplies, equipment, merchandise 
or other articles wherein the amount involved is $500 or more, the Board, 
Department, Committee or Officials of the Town in charge of the expen- 
diture of such money shall be required to submit the awarding of the same 
to public bid and no expenditure shall be permitted of $500 or in excess 
thereof unless the same shall have been awarded upon public bid.

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RULES FOR AMBULANCE SERVICE 


1. Before accompanying a patient to the hospital in the ambulance 
the patient must first be seen by a doctor, and a nurse must have an 
order direct from the doctor, with diagnosis and condition of patient. 
Emergency accident cases not included in this requirement. 


2. Only residents of the township of Falmouth may be accompanied . 
by a Falmouth nurse. This excludes patients from Nantucket, the Vine- 
yard, or Naushon, who may land at Woods Hole requiring ambulance 
transportation. 


3. Ona return trip from the hospital, no patient may be taken home 
without first obtaining orders direct from the doctor. 


4. Patients with diphtheria, scarlet fever, typhoid, poliomylitis or 
meningitis shall not be accompanied by the visiting nurse. 


5. The ambulance to call for the nurse at the Health Center except 
in emergencies when she will go directly to the scene of an accident if 
the doctor so wishes. 


6. Charges for transportation to surrounding hospitals are: Hyannis 
$10, Wareham $10, New Bedford $15, Boston $25 for residents—this fee to 
be doubled for non-residents—also charge for Driver’s and Nurse’s meals 
to be included if trips occur during their regular meal hour. 


7. If the ambulance is ordered for a patient, who in the judgment of 
the nurse does not require ambulance transportation, she may on her re- 
turn report the case to the supervising nurse. 


8. A charge of 75 cents per hour is charged for this service from the 
time the nurse leaves the Health Center until she returns. 


9. On Sundays and holidays the nurse shall accompany emergency 
cases only. 


10. The ambulance may be called only by members of the police de- 
partment, the fire department, or a local physician.
